Untrobuction 


The  author  or  compiler  of  this  book,  setting-  forth  in  intensely  har¬ 
monious  vision  "Jesus,  the  Word  of  God,”  as  presented  in  the  four  Gospel- 
histories,  is  the  ingenious,  versatile,  and  studious  Professor  of  Commercial 
Law,  Commercial  Arithmetic,  Phonography,  Typewriting-  and  Book-keep¬ 
ing  in  the  High  School  of  St.  Joseph,  Missouri.  He  is  also  the  much  ap¬ 
preciated  teacher  of  a  large  class  of  youth  in  the  Sunday-school  of  the 
First  Methodist  episcopal  Church,  and  is  the  third  vice-president  of  the 
Ratcliff  Epworth  League,  enthusiastically  directing-  the  young  people  in 
their  “  literal  department.” 

It  was  while  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  the  lessons  for  his  Sunday- 
school  class,  that,  as  by  a  deeply  felt  sense  of  personal  need,  and 
prompted  b}7-  original  impulse  to  such  lines  of  investigation,  he  began  com¬ 
paring  each  of  the  four  Gospel  narratives  with  those  of  the  other  three. 
Not  informed^  aware  was  he  that  the  scholarly  Westcott  in  his  "  Intro¬ 
duction  to  the  Stud3~  of  the  Gospels  "had  said,  “  Sectaries  divided  the 
Gospels  as  being  separate^  complete  ;  the  Church  united  them,  as  con¬ 
stituents  of  a  harmonious  whole.”  Not  consciously  possessed  of  the 
knowledge  was  he  that  Irenxus,  Bishop  of  Lyons  in  the  end  of  the  second 
century,  and  who  in  his  3x11th  was  personal^  acquainted  with  P0I3  carp, 
the  disciple  of  John,  had  written,  “  The  Creator-Word,  who  sits  upon  the 
Cherubim,  when  manifested  to  men,  gave  us  the  Gospel  in  a  four  fold  form; 
while  it  is  held  together  b3’  one  Spirit :  ’’  and  then  had  gone  on  to  prove 
b3^  various  analogies,  that  the  Gospels  could  not  have  been  more  nor  fewer 
than  four,  the  number  of  the  faces  of  the  Cherubini,  which  were  “  images  of 
the  life  and  work  of  the  Son  of  God.”  Not  historical^  informed  perchance 


was  he  that  Clement  of  Alexandria,  one  of  the  most  prolific  and  scholarly 
writers  of  the  infant  Church,  and  who  wrote  in  the  reign  of  the  Emperor 
Severus,  A.  D.  193-211,  relates  it  as  a  current  tradition  of  his  time,  that  “St. 
John,  when  he  found  in  the  Writings  of  the  other  Evangelists,  the  bodily 
history  of  the  Lord,  composed  a  Spiritual  Gospel.” 

But,  prompted  to  such  study,  and  led  on  in  such  research  as  might 
enable  him  to  command  the  priceless  fruitage  of  the  latest  and  ripest 
Christian-scholarship  for  the  setting  forth  of  the  words  and  works  of 
Jesus,  he  has  here  in  this  volume,  with  tireless  painstaking  and  marvel¬ 
ous  skill,  gathered  and  presented  such  a  Harmony  of  the  Gospels,  and  in 
such  chronological  order,  as  combine  for  our  advantage  all  the  excel¬ 
lencies  of  Andrews,  Broadus,  Canon  Farrar,  Gardiner,  Robinson  and 
Tischendorf.

And 
the  tempter  came  and 
said  unto  him,  If  thou

Again,  the  devil 
taketh  him  unto  an  ex¬ 
ceeding  high  mountain, 
and  sheweth  him  all  the 
kingdoms  of  the  world, 
and  the  glory  of  them ; 

9  and  he  said  unto  him,  All 
these  things  will  I  give 
thee,  if  thou  wilt  fall 
down  and  worship  me. 

10  Then  saith  Jesus  unto 
him,  Get  thee  hence, 
Satan:  for  it  is  written, 
Thou  shalt  worship  the 
Lord  thy  God,  and  him 
only  shalt  thou  serve. 

11  Then  the  devil  leaveth 
him;  and  behold,  angels 
came  and  ministered  unto 
him. 
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12  And  straightway  the 
Spirit  driveth  him  forth 

13  into  the  wilderness.  And 
he  was  in  the  wilderness 
forty  days  tempted  of 
Satan ;  and  he  was  with 
the  wild  beasts ;  and  the 
angels  ministered  unto 
him. 

1  And  Jesus,  full  of  the 

Holy  Spirit,  returned 
from  the  Jordan,  and  was 
led  by  the  Spirit  in  the 
wilderness  during  forty 

2  days,  being  tempted  of  the 
devil.  And  he  did  eat 
nothing  in  those  days: 
and  when  they  were  com- 

3  pleted,  he  hungered.  And 
the  devil  said  unto  him, 

If  thou  art  the  Son  of

that  it  become  bread. 

4  And  Jesus  answered  unto 
him,  It  is  written,  Man 
shall  not  live  by  bread 

5  alone.  And  he  led  him 
up,  and  shewed  him  all 
the  kingdoms  of  the 
world  in  a  moment  of 

6  time.  And  the  devil  said 
unto  him,  To  thee  will  1 
give  all  this  authority, 
and  the  glory  of  them :

If 
thou  therefore  wilt  wor¬ 
ship  before  me,  it  shall

12  And  Jesus  answering  said 
unto  him,  It  is  said,  Thou 
shalt  not  tempt  the  Lord 
thy  God.

19  32  And  this  is  the  witness 
of  John,  when  the  Jews 
sent  unto  him  from  Jeru¬ 
salem  priests  and  Levites 
to  ask  him,  Who  art  thou? 

20  And  he  confessed,  and 
denied  not;  and  he  con¬ 
fessed,  I  am  not  the 

21  Christ.  And  they  asked 
him,  What  then?  Art 
thou  Elijah?  And  he 
saith,  I  am  not.  Art  thou 
the  prophet?  And  he 

22  answered,  No.  They  said 
therefore  unto  him,  Who 
art  thou?  that  we  may 
give  an  answer  to  them 
that  sent  us.  What  say- 

23  est  thou  of  thyself?  He 
said,  I  am  the  voice  of 
one  crying  in  the  wilder¬ 
ness,  Make  straight  the 
way  of  the  Lord,  as  said 

24  Isaiah  the  prophet.  And 
they  had  been  sent  from 

25  the  Pharisees.  And  they 
asked  him,  and  said  unto 
him,  Why  then  baptizest 
thou,  if  thou  art  not  the 
Christ,  neither  Elijah, 
neither  the  prophet? 

26  John  answered  them,  say¬ 
ing,  I  baptize  with  water : 
in  the  midst  of  you  stand- 
eth  one  whom  ye  know 

27  not,  even  he  that  cometh 
after  me,  the  latchet  of 
whose  shoe  I  am  not 

28  worthy  to  unloose.  These 
things  were  done  in  Beth¬ 
any  beyond  J  o  r  d  a  n  , 
where  John  was  baptiz¬ 
ing, 

29  33  On  the  morrow 
he  seeth  Jesus  coming 
unto  him,  and  saith,  Be¬ 
hold,  the  Lamb  of  God, 
which  taketh  away  the 

30  sin  of  the  world!  This 
is  he  of  whom  I  said, 
After  me  cometh  a  man 
which  is  become  before 
me;  for  he  was  before  me. 

31  And  I  knew  him  not;  but 
that  he  should  be  made 
manifest  to  Israel,  for 
this  cause  came  I  baptiz- 

32  ing  with  water.  And 
John  bare  witness,  say 
ing,  I  have  beheld  th 
Spirit  descending  as 
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— Philip  :■ — 
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dove  out  of  heaven;  and 

33  it  abode  upon  him.  And 
I  knew  him  not :  but  he 
that  sent  me  to  baptize 
with  water,  he  said  unto 
me,  Upon  whomsoever 
thou  shalt  see  the  Spirit 
descending,  and  abiding 
upon  him,  the  same  is  he 
that  baptizeth  with  the 

34  Holy  Spirit.  And  I  have 
seen,  and  have  borne 
witness  that  this  is  the 
Son  of  God. 

35  34  Again  on  the  mor¬ 
row  John  was  standing, 
and  two  of  his  disciples ; 

36  and  he  looked  upon  Jesus 
as  he  walked,  and  saith, 
Behold,  the  Lamb  of 

37  God!  And  the  two  dis¬ 
ciples  heard  him  speak, 
and  they  followed  Jesus. 

38  And  Jesus  turned,  and 
beheld  them  following, 
and  saith  unto  them, 
What  seek  ye?  And  they 
said  unto  him,  Rabbi 
(which  is  to  say,  being  in¬ 
terpreted,  Master),  where 

39  abidest  thou?  He  saith 
unto  them,  Come,  and  ye 
shall  see.  They  came 
therefore  and  saw  where 
he  abode ;  and  they  abode 
with  him  that  day  :  it  was 
about  the  tenth  hour. 

40  One  of  the  two  that 
heard  John  speak ,  and 
followed  him,  was  An¬ 
drew,  Simon  Peter’s 

41  brother.  He  findeth  first 
his  own  brother  Simon, 
and  saith  unto  him,  We 
have  found  the  Messiah 
(which  is,  being  inter- 

42  preted,  Christ).  He 
brought  him  unto  Jesus. 
Jesus  looked  upon  him, 
and  said,  Thou  art  Simon 
the  son  of  John:  thou 
shalt  be  called  Cephas 
(which  is  by  interpreta¬ 
tion.  Peter). 

43  35  On  the  morrow  he 
was  minded  to  go  forth  in¬ 
to  Galilee,  and  he  findeth 
Philip:  and  Jesus  saith 
unto  him.  Follow  me. 

44  Now  Philip  was  from 
Bethsaida,  of  the  city  of 
Andrew  and  Peter. 

45  Philip  findeth  Nathanael, 
and  saith  unto  him,  We 
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have  found  him,  of  whom 
Moses  in  the  law,  and 
the  prophets,  did  write, 
Jesus  of  Nazareth,  the 

46  son  of  Joseph.  And  Na¬ 
thanael  said  unto  him, 
Can  any  good  thing  come 
out  of  Nazareth?  Philip 
saith  unto  him,  Come 

47  and  see.  Jesus  saw  Na¬ 
thanael  coming  to  him, 
and  saith  of  him,  Behold, 
an  Israelite  indeed,  in 
whom  is  no  guile! 

48  Nathanael  saith  unto 
him,  Whence  knowest 
thou  me?  Jesus  answer¬ 
ed  and  said  unto  him, 
Before  Philip  called  thee, 
when  thou  wast  under 
the  fig  tree,  I  saw  thee, 

49  Nathanael  answered  him. 
Rabbi,  thou  art  the  Son 
of  God;  thou  art  King 

50  of  Israel.  Jesus  an¬ 
swered  and  said  unto  him, 
Because  I  said  unto  thee, 
I  saw  thee  underneath 
the  fig  tree,  believest 
thou?  thou  shalt  see 
greater  things  than  these. 

51  And  he  saith  unto  him, 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you,  Ye  shall  see  the 
heaven  opened,  and  the 
angels  of  God  ascending 
and  descending  upon  the 
Son  of  man. 


Chapter  2. 

1  36  And  the  third  day 

there  was  a  marriage  in 
Cana  of  Galilee ;  and  the 
mother  of  Jesus  was 

2  there:  and  Jesus  also 

was  bidden,  and  his  dis¬ 
ciples,  to  the  marriage. 

3  And  when  the  wine  failed, 
the  mother  of  Jesus  saith 
unto  him,  They  have  no 

4  wine.  And  Jesus  saith 

unto  her,  Woman,  what 
have  I  to  do  with  thee? 
mine  hour  is  not  yet 

5  come.  His  mother  saith 
unto  the  servants,  What¬ 
soever  he  saith  unto  you, 

6  do  it.  Now  there  were 
six  waterpots  of  stone 
set  there  after  the  Jews’ 
manner  of  purifying, 
containing  two  or  three 

7  -firkins  apiece.  Jesus 
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saith  unto  them,  Fill  the 
waterpots  with  water. 
And  they  filled  them  up 

8  to  the  brim.  And  he 
saith  unto  them,  Draw 
out  now,  and  bear  unto 
the  ruler  of  the  feast. 

9  And  they  bare  it.  And 
when  the  ruler  of  the 
feast  tasted  the  water 
now  become  wine,  and 
knew  not  whence  it  was 
(but  the  servants  which 
had  drawn  the  water 
knew),  the  ruler  of  the 
feast,  calleth  the  bride- 

10  groom,  and  saith  unto 
him,  Every  man  setteth 
on  first  the  good  wine; 
and  when  men  have 
drunk  freely,  then  that 
which  is  worse:  thou 
hast  kept  the  good  wine 

11  until  now.  This  begin¬ 
ning  of  his  signs  did 
Jesus  in  Cana  of  Galilee, 
and  manifested  his  glory ; 
and  his  disciples  believed 
on  him. 

12  37  After  this  he  went 
down  to  Capernaum,  he, 
and  his  mother,  and  his 
brethren,  and  his  dis¬ 
ciples  :  and  there  they 
abode  not  many  days. 

13  38  And  the  passover 
of  the  Jews  was  at  hand, 
and  Jesus  went  up  to 

14  Jerusalem.  And  he  found 
in  the  temple  those  that 
sold  oxen  and  sheep  and 
doves,  and  the  changers 

15  of  money  sitting :  and  he 
made  a  scourge  of  cords, 
and  cast  all  out  of  the 
temple,  both  the  sheep 
and  the  oxen ;  and  he 
poured  out  the  changers’ 
money,  and  overthrew 

16  their  tables ;  and  to  them 
thatsoldthedoveshesaid, 
Take  these  things  hence; 
make  not  my  Father’s 
house  a  house  of  mer- 

17  chandise.  His  disciples 
remembered  that  it  was 
written,  The  zeal  of 
thine  house  shall  eat  me 

18  up.  39  The  Jews 
therefore  answered  and 
said  unto  him,  What 
sign  shewest  thou  unto 
us,  seeing  that  thou 

19  doest  these  things?  Jesus 
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answered  and  said  unto 
them,  Destroy  this  tem¬ 
ple,  and  in  three  days  I 

20  will  raise  it  up.  The 
Jews  therefore  said, 
Forty  and  six  years  was 
this  temple  in  building, 
and  wilt  thou  raise  it  up 

21  in  three  days?  But  he 
spake  of  the  temple  of 

22  his  body.  When  there¬ 
fore  he  was  raised  from 
the  dead,  his  disciples 
remembered  that  he 
spake  this;  and  they 
believed  the  scripturer 
and  the  word  which  Je¬ 
sus  had  said. 

23  40  Now  when  he  was 
in  Jerusalem  at  the  pass- 
over,  during  the  feast, 
many  believed  on  his 
name,  beholding  his 

24  signs  which  he  did.  But 
Jesus  did  not  trust  him¬ 
self  unto  them,  for  that 

25  he  knew  all  men,  and 
because  he  needed  not 
that  anyone  should  bear 
witness  concerning  man; 
for  he  himself  knew  what 
was  in  man. 


Chapter  3. 

1  41  Now  there  was  a 
man  of  the  Pharisees, 
named  Nicodemus,  a 

2  ruler  of  the  Jews:  the 
same  came  uuto  him  by 
night,  and  said  to  him, 
Rabbi,  we  know  that 
thou  art  a  teacher  come 
from  God:  for  no  man 
can  do  these  signs  that 
thou  doest,  except  God

33  witness.  He  that  hath 
received  his  witness  hath 
set  his  seal  to  this ,  that 

34  God  is  true.  For  he 
whom  God  hath  sent 
speaketh  the  words  of 
God :  for  he  giveth  not 
the  spirit  by  measure. 

35  The  Father  loveth  the 
Son,  and  hath  given  all 

36  things  into  his  hand.  He 
that  believeth  on  the  Son 
hath  eternal  life ;  but 
he  t’hat  obeyeth  not  the 
Son  shall  not  see  life,  but 
the  wrath  of  God  abideth 
on  him.

23  Whether  is  easier,  to  say, 
Thy  sins  are  forgiven 
thee;  or  to  say,  Arise 

24  and  walk?  But"  that  ye 
may  know  that  the  Son  of 
man  hath  power  on  earth 
to  forgive  sins(he  said  un¬ 
to  him  that  was  palsied),  I

spake  also  a  parable  unto 
them;  No  man  rendeth  a 
piece  from  a  new  gar¬ 
ment  and  putteth  it  upon 
an  old  garment;  else  he 
will  rend  the  new,  and 
also  the  piece  from  the 
new  will  not  agree  with 

37  the  old.  And  no  man

41  And  behold,  there 
came  a  man  named 
Jairus,  and  he  was  a  ruler 
of  the  synagogue:  and 
he  fell  down  at  Jesus’ 
feet,  and  besought  him 
to  come  into  his  house; 

42  for  he  had  an  only 
daughter,  about  twelve 
years  of  age,  and  she  lay 
a  dying.

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touched  his  garment. 

28  For  she  said,  If  I  touch 
but  his  garments,  I  shall

But  the  wo¬ 
man  fearing  and  trem¬ 
bling,  knowing  what  had 
been  done  to  her, "  came 
and  fell  down  before 
him,  and  told  him  all  the 

34  truth.  And  he  said  unto 
her,  Daughter,  thy  faith 
hath  made  thee  whole; 
go  in  peace,  and  be 
whole  of  thy  plague. 

35  While  he  yet  spake,  they 
come  from  the  ruler  of 
the  synagogue’s  house, 
saying,  Thy  daughter  is 
dead:  why troublest thou 
the  Master  any  further  ? 

36  But  Jesus,  not  heeding 
the  word  spoken,  saith 
unto  the  ruler  of  the 
synagogue,  Fear  not,  only 

37  believe.  And  he  suffered 
no  man  to  follow  with 
him,  save  Peter,  and 
James,  and  John  the 

38  brother  of  James.  And 
they  come  to  the  house 
of  the  ruler  of  the  syna¬ 
gogue  ;  and  he  beholdeth 
a  tumult,  and  many 
weeping  and  wailing 

39  greatly.  And  when  he 
was  entered  in,  he  saith 
unto  them,  Why  make  ye 
a  tumult,  and  weep  ?  the 
child  is  not  dead,  but 

40  sleepeth.  And  they 
laughed  him  to  scorn. 
But  he,  having  put  them 
all  forth,  taketh  the  fa¬ 
ther  of  the  child  and  her 
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said,  Who  is  it  that 
touched  me?  And  when 
all  denied,  Peter  said, 
and  they  that  wbre  with 
him,  Master,  the  multi¬ 
tudes  press  thee  and 

46  crush  thee.  But  Jesus 
said,  Some  one  did  touch 
me :  for  I  perceived  that 
power  had  gone  forth 

47  from  me.  And  when  the 
woman  saw  that  she  was 
not  hid,  she  came  tremb¬ 
ling,  and  falling  down 
before  him  declared  in 
the  presence  of  all  the 
people  for  what  cause  she 
touched  him,  and  how 
she  was  healed  immedi- 

48  ately.  And  he  said  unto 
her,  Daughter,  thy  faith 
hath  made  thee  whole ;  go 
in  peace. 


49  While  he  yet  spake,  there 
cometh  one  from  the 
ruler  of  the  synagogue’s 
house ,  saying,  thy  daugh¬ 
ter  is  dead;  trouble  not 

50  the  Master.  But  Jesus 
hearing  it,  answered  him, 
Fear  not:  only  believe, 
and  she  shall  be  made 

51  whole.  And  when  he

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27  87  And  as  Jesus  passed 
by  from  thence,  two  blind 
men  followed  him,  crying 
out,  and  saying,  Have

And  when  he 
was  come  into  the  house, 
the  blind  men  came  to 
him:  and  Jesus  saith  un¬ 
to  them,  Believe  ye  that 
I  am  able  to  do  this  ? 
They  say  unto  him,  Yea,

their  eyes,  saying,  Ac¬

And 
their  eyes  were  opened.

31  But  they  went  forth,  and 
spread  abroad  his  fame 
in  all  that  land. 

32  88  And  as  they  went 
forth,  behold,  there  was 
brought  to  him  a  dumb 
man  possessed  with  a 

33  devil.  And  when  the 
devil  was  cast  out,  the 
dumb  man  spake :  and  the 
multitudes  marvelled, 
saying,  It  was  never  so 

34  seen  in  Israel.  But  the 
Pharisees  said,  By  the 
prince  of  the  devils  cast- 
eth  he  out  devils. 

35  89  And  Jesus  went  about 
all  the  cities  and  the  vil¬ 
lages,  teaching  in  their 
synagogues,  and  preach¬ 
ing  the  gospel  of  the  king¬ 
dom,  and  healing  all  man¬ 
ner  of  disease  and  all 
manner  of  sickness. 
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mother  and  them  that 
were  with  him,  and  goeth 
in  where  the  child  was. 

41  And  taking  the  child  by 
the  hand,  he  saith  unto 
her,  Talithacumi;  which 
is,  being  interpreted, 
Damsel,  I  say  unto  thee, 

42  Arise.  And  straightway 
the  damsel  rose  up,  and 
walked;  for  she  was 
twelve  years  old.  And 
they  were  amazed

30  92  So  the  Jews  said 
unto  him  that  was 
cured,  It  is  the  sab¬ 
bath,  and  it  is  not  lawr 
ful  for  thee  to  take  up 

11  thy  bed.  But  he  an¬ 
swered  them,  He  that 
made  me  whole,  the  same 
said  unto  me,  take  up 

12  thy  bed,  and  walk.  They 
asked  him,  Who  is  the 
man  that  said  unto  thee, 
Take  up  thy  bed ,  and 

13  walk?  But  he  that  was 
healed  wist  not  who  it 
was:  for  Jesus  had  con- 
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veyed  himself  away,  a 
multitude  being  in  the 

14  place.  Afterward  Jesus 
lindeth  him  in  the  tem¬ 
ple,  and  said  unto  him, 
Behold,  thou  art  made 
whole :  sin  no  more,  lest 
a  worse  thing  befall 

15  thee.  The  man  went 
away,  and  told  the  Jews 
that  it  was  Jesus  which 
had  made  him  whole. 

16  And  for  this  cause  did 
the  Jews  persecute  Jesus, 
because  he  did  these 
thiDgs  on  the  sabbath. 

17  93  But  Jesus  answered 
them,  My  Father  work- 
eth  even  until  now,  and 

18  I  work.  For  this  cause 
therefore  the  Jews  sought 
the  more  to  kill  him,  be¬ 
cause  he  not  only  brake 
the  sabbath,  but  also 
called  God  his  own  Fath¬ 
er,  making  himself  equal 
with  God. 

19  Jesus  therefore  answered 
and  said  unto  them, 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you,  the  Son  can  do  noth¬ 
ing  of  himself,  but  what 
he  seeth  the  Father  do¬ 
ing  :  for  what  things  so¬ 
ever  he  doeth,  these  the 
Son  also  doeth  in  like 

20  manner.  For  the  Father 
loveth  the  Son,  and 
sheweth  him  all  things 
that  himself  doeth: 
and  greater  works 
than  these  will  he  shew 
him,  that  ye  may  marvel. 

21  For  as  the  Father  raiseth 
the  dead  and  quickeneth 
them,  even  so  the  Son 
also  quickeneth  whom  he

man,  but  he  hath  given

And  unto  them 
is  fulfilled  the  prophecy 
of  Isaiah,  which  saith, 

By  hearing  ye  shall  hear, 
and  shall  in  no  wise 
understand ; 

And  seeing  ye  shall  see, 
and  shall  in  no  wise 
perceive : 

15  For  this  people’s  heart  is 

waxed  gross, 

And  their  ears  are  dull  of 
hearing, 
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2  sea  on  the  land.  4nd  he 
taught  them  many  things 
in  parables,  and  said  un¬ 
to  them  in  his  teaching, 

3  Hearken:  Behold,  the 
sower  went  forth  to  sow : 

4  and  it  came  to  pass,  as 
he  sowed,  some  seed  fell 
by  the  way  side,  and  the 
birds  came  and  devoured 

5  it.  And  other  fell  on  the 
rocky  ground ,  where  it 
had  not  much  earth ;  and 
straightway  it  sprang  up, 
because  it  had  no  deep- 

6  ness  of  earth:  and  when 
the  sun  was  risen,  it  was 
scorched ;  and  because 
it  had  no  roof,  it  with- 

7  ered  away.  And  other 
fell  among  the  thorns, 
and  the  thorns  grew  up, 
and  choked  it,  and  it 

8  yielded  no  fruit.  And 
others  fell  into  the  good 
ground,  and  yielded  fruit, 
growing  up  and  increas¬ 
ing;  and  brought  forth, 
thirtyfold,  and  sixtyfold, 

9  and  a  hundredfold.  And 
he  said,  Who  hath  ears 
to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

10  And  when  he  was  alone, 
they  that  were  about  him 
with  the  twelve  asked  of 

11  him  the  parables.  And 
he  said  unto  them,  Unto 
you  is  given  the  mystery 
of  the  kingdom  of  God: 
but  unto  them  that  are 
without,  all  things  are 

12  done  in  parables:  that 
seeing  they  may  seev 
and  not  perceive  ;  and 
hearing  they  may  hear, 
and  not  understand ;  lest 
haply  they  should  turn 
again,  and  it  should  be 
forgiven  them.

19  When  any  one  heareth 
the  word  of  the  king¬ 
dom,  and  understandeth 
it  not,  then  cometh  the 
evil  one ,  and  snatcheth 
away  that  which  hath 
been  sown  in  his  heart. 
This  is  he  that  was  sown 

20  by  the  way  side.  And  he 
that  was  sown  upon  the 
rocky  places,  this  is  he 
that  heareth  the  word, 
and  straightway  with  joy 

21  receiveth  it;  yet  hath  he

And 
these  are  they  by  the 
way  side,  where  the  word 
is  sown;  and  when  they 
have  heard,  straightway

16  And  these  in  like  manner 
are  they  that  are  sown  up¬

1  After  these  things  Jesus 
went  away  to  the  other 
side  of  the  sea  of  Galilee, 
which  is  the  sea  of  Tibe- 

2  rias.  And  a  great  multi¬ 
tude  followed  him,  be¬ 
cause  they  beheld  the 
signs  which  he  did  on 

3  them  that  were  sick.  And 
Jesus  went  up  into  the 
mountain,  and  there  he 
sat  with  his  disciples. 

4  Now  the  passover,  the 
feast  of  the  Jews  was  at 
hand. 


5  Jesus  therefore 
lifting  up  his  eyes,  and 
seeing  that  a  great  mul¬ 
titude  cometh  unto  him, 
saith  unto  Philip,  Whence 
are  we  to  buy  bread,  that 

6  these  may  eat?  And  this 
he  said  to  prove  him :  for 
he  himself  knew  what  he 

7  would  do.  Philip  an¬ 
swered  him,  Two  hun¬ 
dred  pennyworth  of 
bread  is  not  sufficient  for 
them,  that  every  one  may 

8  take  a  little.  One  of  his 
disciples,  Andrew,  Simon 
Peter’s  brother,  saith 

9  unto  him,  There  is  a  lad 
here,  which  hath  five  bar¬ 
ley  loaves,  and  two  fishes : 
but  what  are  these  among 

10  so  many?  Jesus  said, 
Make  the  people  sitdown. 
Now  there  was  much 
grass  in  the  place.  So 
the  men  sat  down,  in 
number  about  five  thous- 
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Spring. 

eat  and  were  filled :  and 

they  took  up  that  which

remained  over  of  the 

broken  pieces,  twelve 

21  baskets  full.  And  they 
that  did  eat  were  about 
five  thousand  men,  be¬ 
side  women  and  children.

22  199  And  straightway 
he  constrained  the  dis¬ 
ciples  to  enter  into  the 
boat,  and  to  go  before 
him  unto  the  other  side, 
till  he  should  send  the 

23  multitudes  away.  And 
after  he  had  sent  the 
multitudes  away,  he  went 
up  into  the  mountain 
apart  to  pray:  and  when 
even  was  come,  he  was 

24  there  alone.  But  the 
boat  was  now  in  the 
midst  of  the  sea,  dis¬ 
tressed  by  the  waves;

And  Peter 
answered  him  and  said, 
Lord,  if  it  be  thou, bid  me 
come  unto  thee  upon  the 
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in  ranks,  by  hundreds,  and

the  five  loaves  and  the  two 
fishes,  and  looking  up  to 
heaven,  he  blessed,  and 
brake  the  loaves;  and  he 
gave  to  the  disciples  to

And  they  did 
all  eat,  and  were  filled. 

43  And  they  took  np  broken 
pieces, twelve  basketfuls, 
and  also  of  the  fishes.

49  by  them:  but  they,  when 
they  saw  him  walking  on 
the  sea,  supposed  that  it 
was  an  apparition,  and 
cried  out:  for  they  all 
saw  him,  and  were 

59  troubled.  But  he  straight¬ 
way  spake  to  them,  Be 
of  good  cheer:  it  is  I;  Be 

51  not  afraid.  And  he  went 
up  unto  them  into  the

and  brake ;  and  gave  to 
the  disciples  to  set  before

11  and.  Jesus  therefore

15  198  Jesus  therefore 
perceiving  that  they  were 
about  to  come  and  take 
him  by  force,  to  make  him 
king,  withdrew  again 
into  the  mountain  him¬ 
self  alone.

86  and  they  besought  him 
that  they  might  only 
touch  the  border  of  his 
garment:  and  as  many 
as  touched  were  made 
whole.

Work  not  for  the  meat 
which  perisheth,  but  for 
the  meat  which  abideth 
unto  eternal  life,  which 
the  Son  of  man  shall  give 
unto  you:  for  him  the 
Father,  even  God,  hath 
sealed.

They  said 
therefore  unto  him, 
What  then  doest  thou 
for  a  sign,  that  we  may 
see,  and  believe  thee? 
what  workest  thou?  Our 
fathers  ate  the  manna  in 
the  wilderness;  as  it  is 
written,  He  gave  them 
bread  out  of  heaven  to 
eat.  Jesus  therefore  said 
unto  them, Verily,  verily, 
I  say  unto  you,  It  was 
not  Moses  that  gave  you 
the  bread  out  of  heaven; 
but  my  Father  giveth 
you  the  true  bread  out 
of  heaven.  For  the 
bread  of  God  is  that 
which  cometh  down  out 
of  heaven,  and  giveth  life 
unto  the  world.  They 
said  therefore  unto  him, 
Lord,  evermore  give  us 
this  bread.  Jesus  said 
unto  them,  I  am  the 
bread  of  life:  he  that 
cometh  to  me  shall  not 
hunger,  and  he  that  be- 
lieveth  on  me  shall  never 
thirst.

41  The  Jews  therefore  mur¬ 
mured  concerning  him,

And  they 
said,  Is  not  this  Jesus, 
the  son  of  Joseph,  whose 
father  and  mother  we 
know?  how  doth  he  now 
say,  I  am  come  down  out

47  Yerily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you,  He  that  believeth 

48  hath  eternal  life.  I  am 

49  the  bread  of  life.  Your 
fathers  did  eat  the  manna 
in  the  wilderness, and  they 

50  died.  This  is  the  bread 
which  cometh  down  out 
of  heaven,  that  a  man 
may  eat  thereof,  and  not 

51  die.  I  am  the  living 
bread  which  came  down 
out  of  heaven :  if  any 
man  eat  of  this  bread,  he 
shall  live  forever:  yea 
and  the  bread  which  I 
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will  give  is  my  flesh,  for 
the  life  of  the  world. 

52  The  Jews  therefore 

strove  one  with  another, 
saying,  How  can  this 
man  give  us  his  flesh  to 

53  eat?  Jesus  therefore 

said  unto  them,  Verily, 
verily,  I  say  unto  you, 
Except  ye  eat  the  flesh  of 
the  Son  of  man  and  drink 
his  blood,  ye  have  not 

54  life  in  yourselves.  He 
that  eateth  my  flesh  and 
drinketh  my  blood  hath 
eternal  life;  and  I  wm 
raise  him  up  at  the  last 

55  day.  For  my  flegh  ig 
meat  indeed,  and  my 
blood  is  drink  indeed. 

56  He  that  eateth  my  flesh 
and  drinketh  my  blood 
abideth  in  me,  and  X  in 

57  him.  As  the  living  Father 
sent  me,  and  I  iive  be¬ 
cause  of  the  Father;  so 
he  that  eateth  me,  he 
also  shall  live  because  of 

58  me.  This  is  the  bread 
which  came  down  out  of 
heaven :  not  as  the  fath¬ 
ers  did  eat,  and  died:  he 
that  eateth  this  bread 

59  shall  live  for  ever.  These 
things  said  hein  the  syna¬ 
gogue,  as  he  taught  in 
Capernaum. 

60  Many  therefore  of  his 
disciples,  when  they 
heard  this,  said,  This  is  a 
hard  saying:  who  can 

61  hear  it?  But  Jesus  know¬ 
ing  in  himself  that  his 
disciples  murmured  at 
this,  said  unto  them. 
Doth  this  cause  vou  to 

62  stumble?  What  then  if 
ye  should  behold  the 

”  Son  of  man  ascending 

63  where  he  was  before?  It 
is  the  spirit  that  quick- 
eneth ;  the  flesh  profiteth 
nothing :  the  words  that 
that  I  have  SDoken  unto 
you  are  spirit,  and  are 

61  iife.  But  there  are  some 
of  you  that  believe  not. 
For  Jesus  knew  from  the 
beginning  who  they 
were  that  believed  not, 
and  who  it  was  that

His  brethren 
therefore  said  unto  him, 
Depart  hence,  and  go 
into  Judaea,  that  thy  dis¬ 
ciples  also  may  behold 
thy  works  which  thou 

4  doest.  For  no  man  doeth 
anything  in  secret,  and 
himself  seeketh  to  be 
known  openly.

10  239  But  when  his  breth¬ 
ren  were  gone  up  unto 
the  feast,  then  went  he 
also  up,  not  publicly,  but 
as  it  were  i n  secret. 

11  240  The  Jews  therefore 
sought  him  at  the  feast, 
and  said,  Where  is  he? 

12  And  there  was  much 
murmuring  among  the 
multitudes  concerning

Jesus 
answered  and  said  unto

For 
this  cause  hath  Moses 
given  you  circumcision 
(not  that  it  is  of  Moses, 
but  of  the  fathers);  and 
on  the  sabbath  ye  circum- 

23  cise  a  man.  If  a  man  re- 
ceiveth  circumcision  on 
the  sabbath,  that  the  law 
of  Moses  may  not  be 
broken;  are  ye  wroth 
with  me,  because  I  made 
a  man  every  whit  whole 

24  on  the  sabbath?  Judge 
not  according  to  appear¬ 
ance,  but  judge  righteous 
judgement. 

25  Some  therefore  of  them 
of  Jerusalem  said,  Is  not 
this  he  whom  they  seek 

26  to  kill?  And  lo,  he 
speaketh  openly,  and 
they  say  nothing  unto 
him.  Can  it  be  that  the 
rulers  indeed  know  that 

27  this  is  the  Christ?  How- 
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Chapter  7. 

beit  we  know  this  man 
whence  he  is:  but  when 
the  Christ  cometh,  no  one 
knoweth  whence  he  is. 

28  Jesus  therefore  cried  in 
the  temple,  teaching  and 
saying,  Ye  both  know 
me,  aad  know  whence  I 
am;  and  I  am  not  come 
of  myself,  but  he  that 
sent  me  is  true,  whom 

29  ye  know  not.  I  know 
him;  because  I  am  from 
him,  and  he  sent  me. 

30  They  sought  therefore 
to  take  him :  and  no  man 
laid  his  hand  on  him,  be¬ 
cause  his  hour  was  not 

31  yet  come.  But  of  the 
multitude  many  believed 
on  him ;  and  they  said, 
When  the  Christ  shall 
come,  will  he  do  more 
signs  than  those  which 
this  man  hath  done? 

32  242  The  Pharisees 
heard  the  multitude 
murmuring  these  things 
concerning  him  ;  and  the 
chief  priests  and  the 
Pharisees  sent  officers  to 

33  take  him.  Jesus  there¬ 
for*  said,  Yet  a  little 
while  am  I  with  you,  and 
I  go  unto  him  that  sent 

34  me.  Ye  shall  seek  me, 
and  shall  not  find  me : 
and  where  I  am,  ye  can- 

35  not  come.  The  Jews 
therefore  said  among 
themselves,  Whither  will 
this  man  go  that  we  shall 
not  find  him?  will  he  go 
unto  the  Dispersion 
among  the  Greeks,  and 

36  teach  the  Greeks?  What 
is  this  word  that  he  said, 
Ye  shall  seek  me,  and 
shall  not  find  me :  and 
where  I  am,  ye  cannot 
come? 

37  243  Now  on  the  last 
day,  the  great  day  of  the 
feast,  Jesus  stood  and 
cried,  saying,  If  any  man 
thirst,  let  him  come  unto 

38  me,  and  drink.  He  that 
believeth  on  me,  as  the 
scripture  hath  said,  out 
out  of  his  belly  shall  flow 
rivers  of  living  water. 

39  But  this  spake  he  of  the 
Spirit,  which  they  that 
believed  on  him  were  to 
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JOHN.

receive:  for  the  Spirit 
was  not  yet  given;  be¬ 
cause  Jesus  was  not  yet 
glorified.  244  Some 
of  the  multitude  there¬ 
fore,  when  they  heard 
these  words,  said,  This  is 
of  a  truth  the  prophet. 
Others  said,  This  is  the 
Christ.  But  some  said, 
What,  doth  the  Christ 
come  out  o  f  Galilee? 
Hath  not  the  scripture 
said  that  the  Christ  com- 
eth  of  the  seed  of  David, 
and  from  Bethlehem,  the 
village  where  David  was? 
So  there  arose  a  division 
in  the  multitude  because 
of  him.  And  some  of 
them  would  have  taken 
him;  but  no  man  laid 
hands  on  him. 

245  The  officers  there¬ 
fore  came  to  the  chief 
priests  and  Pharisees; 
and  they  said  unto  them, 
Why  did  ye  not  bring 
him?  The  officers  an¬ 
swered,  Never  man  so 
spake.  The  Pharisees 
therefore  answered 
them,  Are  ye  also  led 
astray?  Hath  any  of  the 
rulers  believed  on  him, 
or  of  the  Pharisees? 
But  the  multitude  which 
knoweth  not  the  law  are 
accursed.  Nicodemus 
saith  unto  them  (he  that 
came  to  him  before,  be¬ 
ing  one  of  them),  Doth 
our  law  judge  a  man,  ex¬ 
cept  it  first  hear  from 
himself  and  know  what 
he  doeth?  They  answered 
and  said  unto  him,  Art 
thou  also  of  Galilee  ? 
Search,  and  see  that  out 
of  Galilee  ariseth  no  pro¬ 
phet. 


53  246  [And  they  went 
every  man  unto  his  own 
house:

Jesus  spake  unto  them, 
saying,  I  am  the  light  of 
of  the  world:  he  that  fol- 
loweth  me  shall  not  walk 
in  the  darkness,  but  shall 
have  the  light  of  life. 

13  The  Pharisees  therefore 
said  unto  him,  Thou  bear- 
est  witness  of  thyself :

14  And  Jesus  answered  and 
said  unto  them,  Even  if 
I  bear  witness  of  myself, 
my  witness  is  true;  for  I 
know  whence  I  came,

Yea  and  in 
your  law  it  is  written, 
that  the  witness  of  two

that  beareth  witness  of 
myself,  and  the  Father 
that  sent  me  beareth  wit- 

19  ness  of  me.  They  said 
therefore  unto  him, 
Where  is  thy  Father? 
Jesus  answered,  Ye  know 
neither  me,  nor  my 
Father;  if  ye  knew  me, 
ye  would  know  my  Fath- 

20  er  also.  These  words 
spake  he  in  the  treasury, 
as  he  taught  in  the  tem¬ 
ple:  and  no  man  took 
him;  because  his  hour 
was  not  yet  come. 

21  249  He  said  therefore 
again  unto  them,  I  go 
away,  and  ye  shall  seek 
me,  and  shall  die  in  your 
sin:  whither  I  go,  ye 

22  cannot  come.  The  Jews 
therefore  said,  Will  he 
kill  himself,  that  he 
saith,  Whither  I  go,  ye 

23  cannot  come?  And  he 
said  unto  them,  Ye  are 
from  beneath ;  I  am  from 
above :  ye  are  of  this 
world ;  I  am  not  of  this 

24  world.  I  said  therefore 
unto  you,  that  ye  shall 
die  in  your  sins:  for  ex¬ 
cept  ye  believe  that  I  am 
he ,  ye  shall  die  in  your 

25  sins.  They  said  there¬ 
fore  unto  him,  Who  art 
thou?  Jesus  said  unto 
them,  Even  that  which  I 
have  also  spoken  unto 
you  from  the  beginning. 

26  I  have  many  things  to 
speak  and  to  judge  con¬ 
cerning  you:  howbeit  he 
that  sent  me  is  true ;  and 
the  things  which  I  heard 
from  him,  these  speak  I 

27  unto  the  world.  They 
perceived  not  that  he 
spake  to  them  of  the 

28  Father.  Jesus  therefore 
said,  When  ye  have  lift¬ 
ed  up  the  Son  of  man, 
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then  shall  ye  know  that  I

31  Jesus  therefore  said  to 
those  Jews  which  had 
believed  him,  If  ye  abide

32  truly  my  disciples;  and 
ye  shall  know  the  truth, 
and  the  truth  shall  make 

33  you  free.  250  They 
answered  unto  him,  We 
be  Abraham’s  seed,  and 
have  never  yet  been  in 
bondage  to  any  man  : 
how  sayest  thou,  Ye  thall 

34  be  made  free?  Jesus  an¬ 
swered  them,  Verily,  ver¬ 
ily,  I  say  unto  you,  Every 
one  that  committeth  sin 
is  the  bondservant  of  sin. 

35  And  the  bondservant 
abideth  not  in  the  house 
for  ever :  the  son  abideth 

36  for  ever.  If  therefore 
the  Son  shall  make  you 
free,  ye  shall  be  free  in- 

37  deed.  I  know  that  ye  are 
Abraham’s  seed;  yet  je 
seek  to  kill  me,  because 
my  word  hath  not  free 

38  course  in  you.  I  speak 
the  things  which  I  have 
seen  with  my  father : 
and  ye  also  do  the  things 
which  ye  heard  from 

39  your  father.  They  an¬ 
swered  and  said  unto 
him,  Our  Father  is  Abra¬ 
ham.  Jesus  saith  unto 
them,  if  ye  were  Abra¬ 
ham’s  children,  ye  would 
do  the  works  of  Abra- 

40  ham.  But  now  ye  seek 
to  kill  me,  a  man  that 
hath  told  you  the  truth, 
which  I  heard  from  God : 
this  did  not  Abraham. 

41  Ye  do  the  works  of  your 
father.  They  said  unto 
him,  We  were  not  born  of 
fornication;  we  have  one 

42  Father,  even  God.  Jesus 
said  unto  them,  if  God 
were  your  Father,  ye 
would  love  me:  for  I 
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never  see  death. 
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Chapter  8. 

came  forth  and  am  come 
from  God  ;  for  neither 
have  I  come  of  myself, 

43  but  he  sent  me.  Why  do 
ye  not  understand  my 
speech?  Even  because 
ye  cannot  hear  my  word. 

44  Ye  are  of  your  father  the 
devil,  and  the  lusts  of 
your  father  it  is  your  will 
to  do.  He  was  a  mur¬ 
derer  from  the  begin¬ 
ning,  and  stood  not  in 
the  truth,  because  there 
is  no  truth  in  him.  When 
he  speaketh  a  lie,  he 
speaketh  of  his  own :  for 
he  is  a  liar,  and  the  father 

45  thereof.  But  because  I 
say  the  truth,  ye  believe 

46  me  not.  Which  of  you 
convicteth  me  of  sin?  If 
I  say  truth,  why  do  ye 

47  not  believe  me?  He  that 
is  of  God  heareth  the 
words  of  God:  for  this 
cause  ye  hear  them  not, 
because  ye  are  not  of 

48  God.  The  Jews  answered 
and  said  unto  him,  Say 
we  not  well  that  thou  art 
a  Samaritan,  and  hast  a 

49  devil?  Jesus  answered, 
I  have  not  a  devil;  but  I 
honour  my  Father,  and 

50  ye  dishonour  me.  But  I 
seek  not  mine  own  glory: 
there  is  one  that  seeketh 

51  and  judgeth.  Yerily,  ver¬ 
ily,  I  say  unto  you,  If 
man  keep  my  word,  he 
shall  never  see  death. 

52  The  Jews  said  unto  him, 
Now  we  know  that  thou 
hast  a  devil.  Abraham 
is  dead,  and  the  prophets ; 
and  thou  sayest,  If  a  man 
keep  my  word,  he  shall 

53  never  taste  death.  Art 
thou  greater  than  our 
father  Abraham,  which 
is  dead  ?  aud  the  pro¬ 
phets  are  dead:  whom 
m  a  k  e  s  t  thou  thyself  ? 

54  Jesus  answered,  If  I 
glorify  myself,  my  glory 
is  nothing  :  it  is  my 
Father  thatglorifieth  me : 
of  whom  ye  say,  that  he 

55  is  your  God;  and  ye  have 
not  known  him:  but  I 
know  him ;  and  if  I  should 
say,  I  know  him  not,  I 
shall  be  like  unto  you,  a

If  this 
man  were  not  from  God, 
he  could  do  nothing. 

34  They  answered  and  said 
unto  him,  Thou  wast  al¬ 
together  born  in  sins,  and 
dost  thou  teach  us?  And 
they  cast  him  out. 

35  Jesus  heard  that  they  had 
cast  him  out;  and  finding 
him,  he  said,  Dost  thou 
believe  on  the  Son  of 

36  God?  He  answered  and 
said,  And  who  is  he, Lord, 
that  I  may  believe  on 

,  37  him?  Jesus  said  unto 

him,  Thou  hast  both  seen 
him,  and  he  it  is  that 

38  speaketh  with  thee.  And 
he  said,  Lord,  I  believe. 
And  he  worshipped  him. 

39  254  And  Jesus  said, 
For  judgement  came  I 
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1  am  the  door: — 
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into  this  world,  that  they 
which  see  not  may  see; 
and  that  they  which  see 

40  may  become  blind.  Those 
of  the  Pharisees  which 
were  with  himheard  these 
things,  and  said  unto 
him,  Are  we  also  blind? 

41  Jesus  said  unto  them,  if 
ye  were  blind,  ye  would 
have  no  sin :  but  now  ye 
say,  We  see:  your  sin  re- 
maineth.

1  255  Verily,  verily,  I 
say  unto  you,  He  that  en- 
tereth  not  by  the  door 
into  the  fold  of  the  sheep, 
but  climbeth  up  some 
other  way,  the  same  is  a

he  that  entereth  in  by  the

Howbeit  I 
say  unto  you,  it  shall  be 
more  tolerable  for  Tyre 
and  Sidon  in  the  day  of 
judgement,  than  for  you. 

23  And  thou,  Capernaum, 
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labourers  into  his  har- 

3  vest.  Go  your  ways :  be¬ 
hold,  I  send  you  forth  as 
lambs  in  the  midst  of 

4  wolves.  Carry  no  purse, 
no  wallet,  no  shoes :  and 
salute  no  man  on  the 

5  way.  And  into  whoso¬ 
ever  house  ye  shall  en¬ 
ter,  first  say,  Peace  be  to 

6  this  house.  And  if  a  son 
of  peace  be  there,  your 
peace  shall  rest  upon 
him:  but  if  not,  it  shall 

7  turn  to  you  again.  And 
in  that  same  house  re¬ 
main,  eating  and  drink¬ 
ing  such  things  as  they 
give  :  for  the  labourer  is 
worthy  of  his  hire.  Go 
not  from  house  to  house. 

8  And  into  whatsoever  city 
ye  enter,  and  they  receive 
you,  eat  such  things  as 

9  are  set  before  you:  and 
heal  the  sick  that  are 
therein,  and  say  unto 
them,  The  kingdom  of 
God  is  come  mgh  unto 

10  you.  But  into  whatso¬ 
ever  city  ye  shall  enter, 
and  they  receive  you  not, 
go  out  into  the  streets 

11  thereof  and  say,  Even 
the  dust  from  your  city, 
that  cleaveth  to  our  feet, 
we  do  wipe  off  against 
you :  howbeit  know  this, 
that  the  kingdom  of  God 

12  is  come  nigh.  258  I 
say  unto  you,  It  shall  be 
more  tolerable  in  that 
day  for  Sodom,  than  for 
that  city. 


13  Woe  unto 
thee,  Chorazin !  woe  unto 
thee,  Bethsaida!  for  if 
the  mighty  works  had 
been  done  in  Tyre  and 
Sidor,  which  were  done 
in  you,  they  would  have 
repented  long  ago,  sit¬ 
ting  in  sackcloth  and 

14  ashes.  Howbeit  it  shall 
be  more  tolerable  for 
Tyre  and  Sidon  in  the 
judgment,  than  for  you.

25  261  At  that  season 
Jesus  answered  and  said, 
I  thank  thee,  0  Father, 
Lord  of  heaven  and 
earth,  that  thou  didst 
hide  these  things  from 
the  wise  and  under¬ 
standing,  and  didst  re¬ 
veal  them  unto  babes: 

26  yea,  Father,  for  so  it  was 
well-pleasing  in  thy 

27  sight.  Ail  things  ,  have 
been  delivered  unto  me 
of  my  Father:  and  no 
one  knoweth  the  Son, 
save  the  Father ;  neither 
doth  any  know  the 
Father,  save  the  Son,  and 
he  to  whomsoever  the 
Son  willeth  to  reveal 
Mm.

17  260  And  the  seventy  re¬ 
turned  with  joy,  saying, 
Lord,  even  the  devils  are 
subject  unto  us  in  thy 

18  name.  And  he  said  unto 
them,  I  beheld  Satan 
fallen  as  lightning  from 

19  heaven.  Behold,  I  have 
given  you  authority  to 
tread  upon  serpents  and 
scorpions,  and  over  all 
the  power  of  the  enemy: 
and  nothing  shall  in  any 

20  wise  hurt  you.  Howbeit 
in  this  rejoice  not,  that 
the  spirits  are  subject 
unto  you;  but  rejoice 
that  yournames  are  writ¬ 
ten  in  heaven.

soever  the  Son  willeth  to 
reveal  Mm. 

23  262  And 
turning  to  the  disciples, 
he  said  privately,  Blessed 
are  the  eyes  which  see 
the  things  that  ye  see: 

24  for  I  say  unto  you,  that 
many  prophets  and  kings 
desired  to  see  the  things 
which  ye  see,  and  saw 
them  not;  and  to  hear 
the  things  which  ye  hear, 
and  heard  them  not.

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Come  unto  me,— rest.  28  263  Come  unto 

me,  all  ye  that  labour 
and  are  heavy  laden,  and 

29  I  will  give  you  rest.  Take 
my  yoke  upon  you,  and 
learn  of  me;  for  I  am 
meek  and  lowly  in  heart:

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25  264  And  behold,  a  cer¬ 
tain  lawyer  stood  up  and 
tempted  him,  saying, 
Master,  what  shall  I  do 
to  inherit  eternal  life? 

26  And  he  said  unto  him, 
What  is  written  in  the 
law?  how  readest  thou? 

27  And  he  answering  said. 
Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord 
thy  God  with  all  thy 
heart,  and  with  all  thy 
soul,  and  with  all  thy 
strength,  and  with  all  thy 
mind;  and  thy  neighbour 

28  as  thyself.  And  he  said 
unto  him,  Thou  has  an¬ 
swered  right:  this  do, 

29  and  thou  shalt  live.  But 
he,  desiring  to  justify 
himself,  said  unto  Jesus, 
And  who  is  my  neigh- 

30  bour?  Jesus  made  an¬ 
swer  and  said,  A  certain 
man  was  going  down  from 
Jerusalem  to  Jericho; 
and  he  fell  among  rob¬ 
bers,  which  both  stripped 
him  and  beat  him,  and 
departed,  leaving  him 

31  half  dead.  And  by  chance 
a  certain  priest  was  going 
down  that  way :  and  when 
he  saw  him,  he  passed 
by  on  the  other  side. 

32  And  in  like  manner  a 
Levite  also,  when  he 
came  to  the  place,  and 
saw  him,  passed  by  on 

33  the  other  side.  But  a 
certain  Samaritan,  as  he 
journeyed,  came  where 
he  was:  and  when  he 
saw  him,  he  was  moved 

34  with  compassion,  and 
came  to  him,  and  bound 
up  his  wounds,  pouring 
on  them  oil  and  wine; 
and  he  set  him  on  his 
own  beast,  and  brought 
him  to  an  inn,  and  took 

35  care  of  him.  And  on  the 
morrow  he  took  out  two

pence,  and  gave  them  to 
the  host,  and  said,  Take 
care  of  him;  and  what¬ 
soever  thou  spendest

Which  of  these 
three,  thinkest  thou, 
proved  neighbour  unto 
him  that  fell  among  the 

37  robbers?  And  he  said, 
He  that  shewed  mercy- 
on  him.  And  Jesus  said 
unto  him,  Go,  and  do 
thou  likewise. 

38  265  Now  as  they  went 
on  their  way,  he  entered 
into  a  certain  village : 
and  a  certain  woman 
named  Martha  received 

39  him  into  her  house.  And 
she  had  a  sister  called 
Mary,  which  also  sat  at 
the  Lord’s  feet,  and 

40  heard  his  word.  But 
Martha  was  cumbered 
about  much  serving;  and 
she  came  up  to  him,  and 
said,  Lord,  dost  thou  not 
care  that  my  sister  did 
leave  me  to  serve  alone? 
bid  her  therefore  that 

41  she  help  me.  But  the 
Lord  answered  and  said 
unto  her,  Martha,  Mar¬ 
tha,  thou  art  anxious 
and  troubled  about  many 

42  things:  but  one  thing  is 
needful:  for  Mary  hath 
chosen  the  good  part, 
which  shall  not  be  taken 
away  from  her. 

Chapter  11. 

1  268  And  it  came  to 
pass,  as  he  was  praying 
in  a  certain  place,  that 
when  he  ceased,  one  of 
his  disciples  said  unto 
him,  Lord,  teach  us  to 
pray,  even  as  John  also 

2  taught  his  disciples.  And 
he  said  unto  them,  When 
ye  pray,  say,  Father,  Hal¬ 
lowed  be  thy  name.  Thy 

3  kingdom  come.  Give  us 
day  by  day  our  daily 

4  bread.  And  forgive  us 
our  sins ;  for  we  ourselves 
also  forgive  every  one 
that  is  indebted  to  us. 
And  bring  us  not  into 
temptation. 


JOHN. 
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5  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Which  of  you  shall  have 
a  friend,  and  shall  go  un¬ 
to  him  at  midnight,  and 
say  to  him,  Friend,  lend 

6  me  three  loaves;  for  a 
friend  of  mine  is  come  to 
me  from  a  journey,  and  I 
have  nothing  to  set  be- 

7  fore  him;  and  he  from 

within  shall  answer  and 
say,  Trouble  me  not :  the 
door  is  now  shut,  and 
my  children  are  with  me 
in  bed ;  1  cannot  rise 

8  and  give  thee?  I  say  un¬ 
to  you,  Though  he  will 
not  rise  and  give  him, 
because  he  is  his  friend, 
yet  because  of  his  impor¬ 
tunity  he  will  arise  and 
give  him  as  many  as  he 

9  ueedeth.  And  I  say  unto 
you,  Ask,  and  it  shall  be 
given  you;  seek,  and  ye 
shall  find;  knock,  and  it 
shall  be  opened  unto  you. 

10  For  every  one  that  ask- 
eth  receiveth ;  and  he  that 
seeketh  findeth  ;  and  to 
him  that  knocketh  it  shall 

11  be  opened.  And  of  which 
of  you  that  is  a  father 
shall  his  son  ask  a  loaf, 
and  he  give  him  a  stone? 
or  a  fish,  and  he  for  a  fish 

12  give  him  a  serpent?  Or 
if  he  shall  ask  an  egg, 
will  he  give  him  a  scor- 

13  pion?  If  ye  then,  being 
evil,  know  how  to  give 
good  gifts  unto  your 
children,  how  much  more 
shall  your  heavenly 
Father  give  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  them  that  ask 
him. 

14  267  And  he  was  casting 
out  a  devil  which  ivcts 
dumb.  And  it  came  to 
pass,  when  the  devil  was 
gone  out,  the  dumb  man 
spake;  and  the  multi¬ 
tudes  marvelled. 

15  268  But  some  of  them 
said,  By  Beelzebub  the 
prince  of  the  devils  east- 
eth  he  out  devils. 

16  269  And  others,  tempt¬ 
ing  him ,  sought  of  him  a 
sign  from  heaven. 

17  270  But  he,  knowing 
their  thoughts,  said  unto 
them,  Every  kingdom  di- 
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vided  against  itself  is 
brought  to  desolation; 
and  a  house  divided 
against  a  house  falleth. 

18  And  if  Satan  also  is  di¬ 
vided  against  himself, 
how  shall  his  kingdom 
stand?  because  ye  say 
that  I  cast  out  devils  by 

19  Beelzebub.  And  if  I  by 
Beelzebub  cast  out  dev¬ 
ils,  by  whom  do  your 
sons  cast  them  out? 
therefore  shall  they  be 

20  your  judges.  But  if  I 
by  the  finger  of  God  cast 
out  devils,  then  is  the 
kingdom  of  God  come 

21  upon  you.  When  the 
strong  man  fully  armed 
guardeth  his  own  court, 
his  goods  are  in  peace; 

22  but  when  a  stronger  than 
he  shall  come  upon  him, 
and  overcome  him,  he 
taketh  from  him  his 
whole  armour  wherein 
he  trusted,  and  divideth 

23  his  spoils.  He  that  is 
not  with  me  is  against 
me ;  and  he  that  gather- 
eth  not  with  me  scatter- 

24  eth.  271  The  unclean 
spirit  when  he  is  gone 
out  of  the  man,  passeth 
through  waterless  places, 
seeking  rest ;  and  finding 
none,  he  saitb,  I  will  turn 
back  unto  my  house 

25  whence  I  came  out.  And 
when  he  is  come,  he  find- 
eth  it  swept  and  garnish- 

26  ed.  Then  goeth  he,  and 
taketh  to  him  seven  other 
spirits  more  evil  than 
himself;  and  they  enter 
in  and  dwell  there :  and 
the  last  state  of  that  man 
becometh  worse  than  the 
first. 

27  272  And  it  came  to 
pass,  as  he  said  these 
things,  a  certain  woman 
out  of  the  multitude 
lifted  up  her  voice,  and 
said  unto  him,  Blessed 
is  the  womb  that  bare 
thee,  and  the  breasts 
which  thou  didst  suck. 

28  But  he  said,  Yea  rather, 
blessed  are  they  that  hear 
the  word  of  God,  and 
keep  it. 
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29  273  And  when  the  mul¬ 
titudes  were  gathering 
together  unto  him,  he  be¬ 
gan  to  say,  This  genera¬ 
tion  is  an  evil  genera¬ 
tion:  it  seeketh  after  a 
sign;  and  there  shall  no 
sign  be  given  to  it  but 

30  the  sign  of  Jonah.  For 
even  as  Jonah  became  a 
sign  unto  tbe  Ninevites, 
so  shall  also  the  Son  of 
man  be  to  this  genera- 

31  tion.  The  queen  of  tha 
south  shall  rise  up  in  the 
judgement  with  the  men 
of  this  generation,  and 
shall  condemn  them:  for 
she  came  from  the  ends 
of  the  earth  to  hear  the 
wisdom  of  Solomon;  and 
behold,  a  greater  than 

32  Solomon  is  here.  The 
men  of  Nineveh  shall 
stand  up  in  the  judge¬ 
ment  with  this  genera¬ 
tion,  and  shall  condemn 
it:  for  they  repented  at 
the  preaching  of  Jonah; 
and  behold,  a  greater 

33  than  Jonah  is  here.  No 
man,  when  he  hath  light¬ 
ed  a  lamp,  putteth  it  in 
a  cellar,  neither  under 
the  bushel,  but  on  the 
stand,  that  they  which 
enter  in  may  see  the 

34  light.  The  lamp  of  thy 
body  is  thine  eye:  when 
thine  eye  is  single,  thy 
whole  body  also  is  full 
of  light;  but  when  it  is 
evil,  thy  body  also  is 

35  full  of  darkness.  Look 
therefore  whether  the 
light  that  is  in  thee  be 

36  not  darkness.  If  there¬ 
fore  thy  whole  body  be 
full  of  light,  having  no 
part  dark,  i  t  shall  be 
wholly  full  of  light,  as 
when  the  lamp  with  its 
bright  shining  doth  give 
thee  light. 

37  274  Now  as  he  spake, 
a  Pharisee  asketh  him  to 
dine  with  him:  and  he 
went  in,  and  sat  down  to 

38  meat.  And  when  the 
Pharisee  saw  it,  he  mar¬ 
velled  that  he  had  not 
first  washed  before  din- 

39  ner.  And  the  Lord  said 
unto  him,  Now  do  ye 
Phariseescleanse  the  out-

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Bide  of  the  cup  and  of  the 
platter;  but  your  inward 
part  is  full  of  ex  ortion 

40  and  wickedness.  Ye  fool¬ 
ish  ones,  did  not  he  that 
made  the  outside  make 

41  the  inside  also?  How- 
beit  give  for  alms  those 
things  which  are  within; 
and  behold,  all  things 
are  clean  unto  you. 

42  But  woe  unto  you  Phari¬ 
sees!  for  ye  tithe  mint 
and  rue  and  every  herb, 
and  pass  over  judge¬ 
ment  and  the  love  of 
God:  but  these  ought  ye 
to  have  done,  and  not’  to 
leave  the  other  undone. 

43  Woe  unto  you  Pharisees! 
for  ye  love  the  chief  seats 
in  the  synagogues,  and 
the  salutations  in  the 

44  marketplaces.  Woe  un¬ 
to  you !  for  ye  are  as  the 
tombs  which  appear  not, 
and  the  men  that  walk 
over  them  know  it  not. 

45  2  75  And  one  of  the 
lawyers  answering  saith 
unto  him,  Master,  in  say¬ 
ing  this  thou  reproach- 

46  est  us  also.  And  he  said, 
Woe  unto  you  lawyers 
also!  for  ye  lade  men 
with  burdens  grievous  to 
be  borne,  and  ye  your¬ 
selves  touch  not  the  bur¬ 
dens  with  one  of  your 

47  fingers.  Woe  unto  you! 
for  ye  build  the  tombs 
of  the  prophets,  and  your 

48  fathers  killed  them.  So 
ye  are  witnesses  and  con¬ 
sent  unto  the  works  of 
your  fathers :  for  they 
killed  them,  and  ye  build 

49  their  tombs.  Therefore 
also  said  the  wisdom  of 
God,  I  will  send  unto 
them  prophets  and  apos¬ 
tles;  and. some  of  them 
they  shall  kill  and  perse- 

50  cute;  that  the  blood  of 
all  the  prophets,  which 
was  shed  from  the  foun¬ 
dation  of  the  world,  may 
be  required  of  this  gen- 

51  eration;  from  the  blood 
of  Abel  unto  the  blood  of 
Zachariah,  who  perished 
between  the  altar  and  the 
sanctuary :  yea,  I  say  un¬ 
to  you,  it  shall  be  re- 
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quirecl  of  this  genera- 

52  tion.  Woe  unto  you 
lawyers!  for  ye  took 
away  the  key  of  knowl¬ 
edge:  ye  entered  not  in 
yourselves,  and  them  that 
were  entering  in  ye  hin¬ 
dered. 

53  And  when  he  was  come 
out  from  thence,  the 
scribes  and  the  Phari¬ 
sees  began  to  press  upon 
him  vehemently,  and  to 
provoke  him  to  speak  of 

54  the  many  things;  laying 
wait  for  him,  to  catch 
something  out  of  his 
mouth. 

Chapter  12. 

1  276  In  the  mean  time, 
when  the  many  thous¬ 
ands  of  the  multitudes 
were  gathered  together, 
insomuch  that  they  trode 
one  upon  another,  he 
began  to  say  unto  his 
disciples  first  of  all,  Be¬ 
ware  ye  of  the  leaven  of 
the  Pharisees,  which  is 

2  hypocrisy.  But  there  is 
nothing  covered  up,  that 
shall  not  be  revealed :  and 
hid,  that  shall  not  be 

3  known.  Wherefore  what¬ 
soever  ye  have  said  in 
the  darkness  shall  be 
heard  in  the  light;  and 
what  y^  have  spoken  in 
the  ear  in  the  inner 
chambers  shall  be  pro¬ 
claimed  upon  the  house- 

4  tops.  And  I  say  unto 
you  my  friends,  Be  not 
afraid  of  them  which  kill 
the  body,  and  after  that 
have  no  more  that  they 

5  can  do.  But  I  will  warn 
you  whom  ye  shall  fear : 
Fear  him,  which  after  he 
hath  killed  hath  power 
to  cast  into  hell;  yea,  I 
say  unto  you,  Fear  him. 

6  Are  not  five  sparrows 
sold  for  two  farthings? 
and  not  one  of  them  is 
forgotten  in  the  sight  of 

7  God.  But  the  very  hairs 
of  your  head  are  all  num¬ 
bered.  Fear  not:  ye  are 
of  more  value  than  many 

8  sparrows.  And  I  say  unto 
you,  Every  one  who  shall 
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confess  me  before  men, 
him  shall  the  Son  of  man 
also  confess  before  the 

9  angels  of  God :  but  he 
that  denieth  me  in  the 
presence  of  men  shall  be 
denied  in  the  presence  of 
the  angels  of  God. 

10  277  And  every  one 
who  shall  speak  a  word 
against  the  Son  of  man, 
it  shall  be  forgiven  him : 
but  unto  him  that  blas- 
phemeth  against  the  Holy 
Spirit  it  shall  not  be  for- 

11  given.  278  And  when 
they  bring  you  before  the 
synagogues,  and  the  rul¬ 
ers,  and  the  authorities, 
be  not  anxious  how  or 
what  ye  shall  answer,  or 

12  what  ye  shall  say:  for 
the  Holy  Spirit  shall 
teach  you  in  that  very 
hour  what  ye  ought  to 
say. 

13  279  And  one  out  of  the 
multitude  said  unto  him, 
Master,  bid  my  brother 
divide  the  inheritance 

14  with  me.  But  he  said 
unto  him,  Man,  who  made 
me  a  judge  or  a  divider 

15  over  you?  And  he  said 
unto  them,  Take  heed, 
and  keep  yourselves  from 
all  covetousness  :  for  a 
man’s  life  consisteth  not 
in  the  abundance  of  the 
things  which  he  possess- 

16  eth.  And  he  spake  a 
parable  unto  them,  say¬ 
ing,  The  ground  of  a  cer¬ 
tain  rich  man  brought 

17  forth  plentifully :  and  he 
reasoned  within  himself, 
saying,  What  shall  I  do, 
because  I  have  not  where 

18  to  bestow  my  fruits?  And 
he  said,  this  will  I  do:  I 
will  pull  down  my  barns, 
and  build  greater;  and 
there  will  I  bestow  all 
my  corn  and  my  goods. 

19  And  I  will  say  to  my  soul, 
Soul,  thou  hast  much 
goods  laid  up  for  many 
years;  take  thine  ease, 

20  eat,  drink,  be  merry.  But 
God  said  unto  him,  Thou 
foolish  one,  this  night  is 
thy  soul  required  of  thee; 
and  the  things  which 
thou  hast  prepared, 
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21  whose  shall  they  be?  So 
is  he  that  layeth  up  treas¬ 
ure  for  himself,  and  is 
not  rich  toward  God. 

22  280  And  he  said  unto 
his  disciples,  Therefore 
I  say  unto  you,  Be  not 
anxious  for  your  life, 
what  ye  shall  eat;  nor 
yet  for  your  body,  what 

23  ye  shall  put  on.  For  the 
life  is  more  than  the 
food,  and  the  body  than 

24  the  raiment.  Consider 
the  ravens,  that  they  sow 
not,  neither  reap ;  which 
have  no  store-chamber 
nor  barn;  and  God  feed- 
eth  them  ;  of  how  much 
more  value  are  ye  than 

25  the  birds!  And  which  of 
you  by  being  anxious  can 
add  a  cubit  unto  his  stat- 

26  ure?  If  then  ye  are  not 
able  to  do  even  that 
which  is  least,  why  are 
ye  anxious  concerning 

27  the  rest?  Consider  the 
lilies,  how  they  grow: 
they  toil  not,  neither  do 
they  spin ;  yet  I  say  unto 
you,  Even  Solomon  in  all 
his  glory  was  not  array- 

28  ed  like  one  of  these.  But 
if  God  doth  so  clothe  the 
grass  in  the  field,  which 
to-day  is,  and  to-morrow 
is  cast  into  the  oven; 
how  much  more  shall  he 
clothe  you,  O  ye  of  little 

29  faith?  And  seek  not  ye 
what  ye  shall  eat,  and 
what  ye  shall  drink, 
neither  be  ye  of  doubt- 

30  ful  mind.  For  all  these 
things  do  the  nations  of 
the  world  seek  after : 
but  your  Father  knoweth 
that  ye  have  need  of 

31  these  things.  281  How. 
beit  seek  ye  his  kingdom, 
and  these  things  shall  be 
added  unto  you. 

32  282  Fear  not,  little 
flock;  for  it  is  your 
Father’s  good  pleasure 
to  give  you  the  kingdom. 

33  Sell  that  ye  have,  and 
give  alms;  make  for  your¬ 
selves  purses  which  wax 
not  o  d,  a  treasure  in  the 
heavens  that  faileth  not, 
where  no  thief  draweth 
near,  neither  moth  de- 
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34  stroyeth.  For  where 
your  treasure  is,  there 
will  your  heart  be  also. 

35  Let  your  loins  be  gilded 
about,  aud  your  lamps 

36  burning ;  and  be  ye  your¬ 
selves  like  unto  men 
looking  for  their  lord, 
when  he  shall  return 
from  the  marriage  feast; 
that,  when  he  cometh 
and  knocketb,  they  may 
straightway  open  unto 

37  him.  Blessed  are  those 
servants,  whom  the  lord 
when  He  cometh  shall 
find  watching:  verily  I 
say  unto  you,  that  he 
shall  gird  himself,  and 
make  them  sit  down  to 
meat,  aud  shall  come  and 

38  serve  them.  And  if  he 
shall  come  in  the  second 
watch,  and  if  in  the  third, 
and  find  them,  so,  bless¬ 
ed  are  those  servants. 

39  283  But  know  this,  that 
if  the  master  of  the  house 
had  known  in  what  hour 
the  thief  was  coming,  he 
would  have  watched,  and 
not  have  left  his  house 
to  be  broken  through. 

40  Be  ye  also  ready :  for  in 
an  hour  that  ye  think  not 
the  £on  of  man  cometh. 

41  284  And  Peter  said, 

Lord,  speakest  thou  this 
parable  unto  us,  or  even 

42  unto  all?  And  the  Lord 
said,  Who  then  is  the 
faithful  and  wise  stew¬ 
ard,  whom  his  lord  shall 
set  over  his  household, 
to  give  them  their  por¬ 
tion  of  food  in  due  sea- 

43  son?  Blessed  is  that 
servant,  whom  his  lord 
when  he  cometh  shall 

44  find  so  doing.  Of  a  truth 
I  say  unto  you,  that  he 
will  set  him  over  all  that 

45  he  hath.  But  if  that 
servant  shall  say  in  his 
heart,  My  lord  delayeth 
his  coming ;  and  shall 
begin  to  beat  the  men- 
servants  and  the  maid¬ 
servants,  and  to  eat  and 
drink,  and  to  be  drunk - 

46  en;  the  lord  of  that  ser¬ 
vant  shall  come  in  a  day 
when  he  expecteth  not, 
and  in  an  hour  when  he 
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knoweth  not,  and  shall 
cat  him  asunder,  and  ap¬ 
point  his  portion  with 

47  the  unfaithful.  285  And 
that  servant,  which  knew 
his  lord’s  will,  and  made 
not  ready,  nor  did  ac¬ 
cording  to  his  will,  shall 
be  beaten  with  many 

48  stripes;  but  he  that  knew 
not,  and  did  things  wor¬ 
thy  of  stripes,  shall  be 
beaten  with  few  stripes. 
And  to  whomsoever 
much  is  given,  of  him 
shall  much  be  re¬ 
quired  :  and  to  whom 
they  commit  much,  of 
him  will  they  ask  the 
more. 

49  286  I  came  to  cast  fire 
upon  the  earth;  and  what 
will  I,  if  it  is  already 

50  kindled?  But  I  have  a 
baptism  to  be  baptized 
with ;  and  how  am  I 
straitened  till  it  be  ac- 

51  complished!  Think  ye 
that  I  am  come  to  give 
peace  in  the  earth?  I 
tell  you,  Nay :  but  rather 

52  division :  for  there  shall 
be  from  henceforth  five  in 
one  house  divided,  three 
against  two,  and  two 

53  against  three.  They  shall 
be  divided,  father  against 
son,  and  son  against  fath¬ 
er;  mother  against 
daughter,  and  daughter 
against  her  mother; 
mother  in  law  against  her 
daughter  in  law,  and 
daughter  in  law  against 
her  mother  in  law. 

54  287  And  he  said  to 
the  multitudes  also, 
When  ye  see  a  cloud  ris¬ 
ing  in  the  west,  straight¬ 
way  ye  say,  There  com- 
eth  a  shower;  and  so  it 

55  cometh  to  pass.  And 
when  ye  see  a  south  wind 
blowing,  ye  say,  There 
will  be  a  scorching  heat; 
and  it  cometh  to  pass. 

56  Ye  hypocrites,  ye  know 
how  to  interpret  the  face 
of  the  earth  and  the 
heaven;  but  how  .is  it 
that  ye  know  not  how  to 

57  interpret  this  time?  And 
why  even  of  yourselves 
judge  ye  not  what  is 
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58  right?  288  For  as  thou 
art  going  with  thine  ad¬ 
versary  before  the  mag¬ 
istrate,  on  the  way  give 
diligence  to  be  quit  of 
him;  lest  haply  he  hale 
thee  unto  the  judge,  and 
the  judge  shall  deliver 
thee  to  the  officer,  and 
the  officer  shall  cast  thee 

59  into  prison.  I  say  unto 
thee,  Thou  shalt  by  no 
means  come  out  thence, 
till  thou  have  paid  the 
very  last  mite. 

Chapter  13. 

1  289  Now  there  were 
some  present  at  that  very 
season  which  told  him  of 
the  Galilaeeans,  whose 
blood  Pilate  had  mingled 

2  with  their  sacrifices.  And 
he  answered  and  said  un¬ 
to  them,  Think  ye  that 
these  Galilaseans  were 
sinners  above  all  the  Gal¬ 
ilee  'ans,  because  they 
have  suffered  these 

3  things?  I  tell  you,  Nay : 
but  except  ye  repent,  ye 
shall  all  in  like  manner 

4  perish.  Or  those  eigh¬ 
teen,  upon  whom  the 
tower  in  Siloam  fell,  and 
killed  them,  think  ye  that 
they  were  offenders  above 
all  the  men  that  dwell  in 

5  Jerusalem?  I  tell  you, 
Nay:  but,  except  ye  re¬ 
pent,  ye  shall  all  likewise 
perish. 

6  290  And  he  spake  this 
parable;  A  certain  man 
had  a  fig  tree  planted  in 
his  vineyard ;  and  he  came 
seeking  fruit  thereon, 

7  and  found  none.  And  he 
said  unto  the  vinedress¬ 
er,  Behold,  these  three 
years  I  come  seeking 
fruit  on  this  fig  tree,  and 
find  none:  cut  it  down; 
why  doth  it  also  cumber 

8  the  ground?  And  he  an¬ 
swering  saith  unto  him, 
Lord,  let  it  alone  this 
year  also,  till  I  shall  dig 
about  it,  and  dung  it  : 

9  and  if  it  bear  fruit  thence¬ 
forth,  well;  but  if  not, 
thou  shalt  cut  it  down. 

10  291  And  he  was  teach¬ 
ing  in  one  of  the  syna- 
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gogues  on  the  sabbath 

11  day.  292  And  behold, 
a  woman  which  had  a 
spirit  of  infirmity  eigh¬ 
teen  years;  and  she  was 
bowed  together,  and 
could  in  no  wise  lift  her- 

12  self  up.  And  when  Jesus 
saw  her,  he  ca'led  her, 
and  said  to  her,  Woman, 
thou  art  loosed  from 

13  thine  infirmity.  And  he 
laid  his  hands  upon  her: 
and  immediately  she  was 
made  straight,  and  glori- 

14  fled  God.  And  the  ruler 
of  the  syDagogne,  being 
moved  with  indiguation 
because  Jesus  had  healed 
on  the  sabbath,  answered 
and  said  to  the  multitude, 

There  are  six  days  in 
which  men  ought  to 
work:  in  them  therefore 
come  and  be  healed,  and 
not  on  the  day  of  the 

15  sabbath.  But  the  Lord 
answered  him,  and  said, 

Ye  hypocrites,  doth  not 
each  one  of  you  on  the 
sabbath  loose  his  ox  or 
his  ass  from  the  stall,  and 
lead  him  away  to  water- 

16  ing?  And  ought  not  this 
woman,  being  a  daughter 
of  Abraham  whom  Satan 
had  bound,  lo,  these 
eighteen  years,  to  have 
been  loosed  from  this 
bond  on  the  day  of  the 

17  sabbath?  And  as  he  said 
these  things,  all  his  ad¬ 
versaries  were  put  to 
shame :  and  all  the  mul¬ 
titude  rejoiced  for  all  the 
glorious  things  that  were 
done  by  him. 

18  293  He  said  therefore, 

Unto  what  is  the  kingdom 
of  God  like?  and  where- 

19  unto  shall  I  liken  it?  It 
is  like  unto  a  grain  of 
mustard  seed,  which  a 
man  took,  and  cast  into 
his  own  garden ;  and  it 
grew,  and  became  a  tree ; 
and  the  birds  of  the 
heaven  lodged  in  the 

20  branches  thereof.  And 
again  he  said,  W hereunto 
shall  I  liken  the  kingdom 

21  of  God?  It  is  like  unto 
leaven,  which  a  woman 
took  and  hid  in  three

22  294  And  he  went  on 
his  way  through  cities 
and  villages,  teaching, 
and  journeying  on  unto 

23  Jerusalem.  And  one  said 
unto  him,  Lord,  are  they 

24  few  that  be  saved?  And 
he  said  unto  them, 
295  Strive  to  enter  in 
by  the  narrow  door:  for 
many,  I  say  unto  you, 
shall  seek  to  enter  in, 
and  shall  not  be  able. 

25  When  once  the  master  of 
the  house  is  risen  up,  and 
hath  shut  to  the  door, 
and  ye  begin  to  stand 
without,  and  to  knock  at 
the  door,  saying,  Lord, 
open  to  us;  and  he  shall 
answer  and  say  to  you,  I 
know  you  not  whence  ye 

26  are;  then  shall  ye  begin 
to  say,  We  did  eat  and 
drink  in  thy  presence, 
and  thou  didst  teach  in 

27  our  streets;  and  he  shall 
say,  I  tell  you,  I  know  not 
whence  ye  are;  depart 
from  me,  all  ye  workers 

28  of  iniquity.  There  shall 
be  the  weeping  and 
gnashing  of  teeth,  when 
ye  shall  see  Abraham,  and 
Isaac,  and  Jacob,  and  all 
the  prophets,  in  the  king¬ 
dom  of  God,  and  your¬ 
selves  cast  forth  without. 

29  And  they  shall  come  from 
the  east  and  west,  and 
from  the  north  and  south, 
and  shall  sit  down  in  the 

30  kingdom  of  God.  And 
behold,  there  are  last 
which  shall  be  first,  and 
there  are  first  which 
shall  be  last. 

31  298  In  that  very  hour 
there  came  certain  Phar¬ 
isees,  saying  to  him,  Get 
thee  out,  and  go  hence; 
for  Herod  would  fain  kill 

32  thee.  And  he  said  unto 
them,  Go  and  say  to  that 
fox,  Behold,  I  cast  out 
devils  and  perform  cures 
to-day  and  to-morrow, 
and  the  third  day  I  am 

33  perfected.  Ilowbeit  I 
must  go  on  my  way  to¬ 
day  and  to-morrow  and 
the  day  following:  for 
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it  cannot  be  that  a  proph¬ 
et  perish  out  of  Jeru- 

34  salem.  297  O  Jerusa¬ 
lem,  Jerusalem,  which 
killeth  the  prophets,  and 
stoneth  them  that  are 
sent  unto  her!  how  often 
would  I  have  gathered 
thy  children  together, 
even  as  a  hen  gathereth 
her  own  brood  under  her 
wings,  and  ye  would  not! 

35  Behold,  your  house  is  left 
unto  you  desolate :  and  I 
say  unto  you,  Ye  shall 
not  see  me,  until  ye  shall 
say,  Blessed  is  he  that 
cometh  in  the  name  of 
the  Lord. 


Chapter  14. 

1  298  And  it  came  to  pass, 
when  he  went  into  the 
house  of  one  of  the  rulers 
of  the  Pharisees  on  a 
sabbath  to  eat  bread, 
that  they  were  watching 

2  him.  And  behold,  there 
was  before  him  a  certain 
man  which  had  the  drop- 

3  sy.  And  Jesus  answering 
spake  unto  the  lawyers 
and  Pharisees,  saying,  Is 
it  lawful  to  heal  on  the 

4  sabbath,  or  not?  But 
they  held  their  peace. 
And  hf*  took  him,  and 
healed  him,  and  let  him 

5  go.  And  he  said  unto 
them,  Which  of  you  shall 
have  an  ass  or  an  ox 
fallen  into  a  well,  and 
will  not  straightway 
draw  him  up  on  a  sab- 

6  bath  day?  And  they 
could  not  answer  again 
unto  these  things. 

7  299  And  he  spake  a 
parable  unto  those  which 
were  bidden,  when  he 
marked  how  they  chose 
out  the  chief  seats ;  say- 

8  ing  unto  them,  When 
thou  art  bidden  of  any 
man  to  a  marriage  feast, 
sit  not  down  in  the  chief 
seat;  lest  haply  a  more 
honourable  man  than 
thou  be  bidden  of  him, 

9  and  he  that  bade  thee 
and  him  shall  come  and 
say  to  thee,  Give  this 
mau  place;  and  then 
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thou  shalt  begin  with 
shame  to  take  the  lowest 

10  place.  But  when  thou 
art  bidden,  go  and  sit 
down  in  the  lowest  place ; 
that  when  he  that  hath 
bidden  thee  cometh,  he 
may  say  to  thee,  Friend, 
go  up  higher:  then  shalt 
thou  have  glory  in  the 
presence  of  all  that  sit 

11  at  meat  with  lhee.  For 
every  one  that  exalteth 
himself  shall  be  humbled ; 
and  he  that  humbleth 
himself  shall  be  exalted. 

12  300  And  he  said  to 
him  also  that  had  bidden 
him,  When  thou  makest 
a  dinner  or  a  supper,  call 
not  thy  friends,  nor  thy 
brethren,  nor  thy  kins¬ 
men,  nor  rich  neigh¬ 
bours;  lest  haply  they 
also  bid  thee  agaho, 
and  a  recompense  be 

13  made  thee.  But  when 
thou  makest  a  feast,  bid 
the  poor,  the  maimed, 

14  the  lame,  the  blind :  and 
thou  shalt  be  blessed; 
because  they  have  not 
wherewith  t  o  recom¬ 
pense  thee :  for  thou 
shalt  be  recompensed  in 
the  resurrection  of  the 
just. 

15  301  And  when  one  of 
them  that  sat  at  meat 
with  him  heard  these 
things,  he  said  unto  him, 

Blessed  is  he  that  shall 
eat  bread  in  the  kingdom 

16  of  God.  But  he  said 
unto  him,  A  certain  man 
made  a  great  supper; 

17  and  he  bade  many:  and 
he  sent  forth  his  servant 
at  supper  time  to  say  to 
them  that  were  bidden, 

Come;  for  all  things  are 

18  now  ready.  Andtheyall 
with  one  consent  began 
to  make  excuse.  The 
first  said  unto  him,  I 
have  bought  a  field,  and 
I  must  needs  go  out  and 
see  it:  I  pray  thee  have 

19  me  excused.  And  an¬ 
other  said,  I  have  bought 
five  yoke  of  oxer,  and  I 
go  to  prove  them  :  I  pray 
thee  have  me  excused. 

20  And  another  said,  I  have 
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married  a  wife,  and 
therefore  I  cannot  come. 

21  And  the  servant  came, 
and  told  his  lord  these 
things.  Then  the  master 
of  the  house  being  angry 
said  to  his  servant,  Go 
out  quickly  into  the 
streets  and  lanes  of  the 
city,  and  bring  in  hither 
the  poor  and  maimed  and 

22  blind  and  lame.  And  the 
servant  said,  Lord, 
what  thou  didst  com¬ 
mand  is  done,  and  yet 

23  there  is  room.  And  the 
lord  said  unto  the  serv¬ 
ant,  Go  out  into  the 
highways  and  hedges, 
and  constrain  them  to 
come  in,  that  my  house 

24  may  be  filled.  For  I  say 
unto  you,  that  none  of 
those  men  which  were 
bidden  shall  taste  of  my 
supper. 

25  302  Now  there  went 
with  him  great  multi¬ 
tudes:  and  he  turned, 

26  and  said  unto  them,  If 
any  man  cometh  unto 
me,  and  hateth  not  his 
own  father,  and  mother, 
and  wife,  and  children, 
and  brethren,  and  sis¬ 
ters,  yea,  and  his  own 
life  also,  he  cannot  be 

27  my  disciple.  Whoso¬ 
ever  doth  not  bear  his 
own  cross,  and  come 
after  me,  cannot  be  my 

28  disciple.  For  which  of 
you,  desiring  to  build  a 
tower,  doth  not  first  sit 
down  and  count  the  cost, 
whether  he  have  w here¬ 
with  to  complete  it? 

29  Lest  haply,  when  he  hath 
laid  a  foundation,  and  is 
not  able  to  finish,  all  that 
behold  begin  to  mock 

30  him,  saying,  This  man 
began  to  build,  and  was 

31  not  able  to  finish.  Or 
what  king,  as  he  goeth 
to  encounter  another 
king  in  war,  will  not  sit 
down  first  and  take  coun¬ 
sel  whether  he  is  able 
with  ten  thousand  to 
meet  him  that  cometh 
against  him  with  twenty 

32  thousand?  Or  else,  while 
the  other  is  yet  a  great 
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way  off,  he  sendeth  an 
ambassage,  and  aeketh 

33  conditions  of  peace.  So 
therefore  whosoever  he 
be  of  you  that  renounceth 
not  all  that  he  hath,  he 
cannot  be  my  disciple. 

34  303  Salt  therefore  is 
good :  but  if  even  the 
salt  have  lost  its  savour, 
wherewith  shall  it  be 

35  s  e  a  s  o  n  e  d  ?  It  is  fit 
neither  for  the  land  nor 
for  the  dunghill:  men 
cast  it  out.  He  that  hath 
ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 


Chapter  15. 

1  304  Now  all  the  pub¬ 
licans  and  sinners  were 
drawing  near  unto  him 

2  for  to  hear  him.  And 
both  the  Pharisees  and 
the  scribes  murmured, 
saying.  This  man  receiv- 
eth  sinners,  and  eateth 
with  them. 

3  305  And  he  spake  unto 
them  this  parable,  say- 

4  ing,  What  man  of  you, 
h  wing  a  hundred  sheep, 
and  having  lost  one  of 
them,  doth  not  leave  the 
ninety  and  nine  in  the 
wilderness,  and  go  after 
that  which  is  lost,  untfl 

5  he  find  it?  And  when  he 
hath  found  it,  he  layeth 
it  on  his  shoulders,  re- 

6  joicing.  And  when  he 
cometh  home,  he  calleth 
together  his  friends  and 
his  neighbours,  saying 
unto  them,  Rejoice 
with  me,  for  I  have  found 
my  sheep  which  was  lost. 

7  I  say  unto  you,  that  even 
so  there  shall  be  joy  in 
heaven  over  one  sinner 
that  repenteth,  more 
than  over  ninety  and  nine 
righteous  persons,  which 
need  no  repentance. 

8  306  Or  what  woman 
having  ten  pieces  of  sil¬ 
ver,  if  she  lose  one  piece, 
doth  not  light  a  lamp, 
and  sweep  the  house,  and 
seek  diligently  until  she 

9  find  it?  And  when  she 
hath  found  it,  she  calleth 
together  her  friends  and 
neighbours,  saying,  R'  - 
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joice  with  me,  for  I  have 
found  the  piece  which  I 

10  had  lost.  Even  so,  I  say 
unto  you,  there  is  joy  in 
the  presence  of  the 
angels  of  God  over  one 
sinner  that  repenteth. 

11  307  And  he  said,  A 
certain  man  had  two 

12  sons:  and  the  younger 
of  them  said  to  his 
father,  Father,  give  me 
the  portion  of  thy  sub¬ 
stance  that  falleth  to  me. 
And  he  divided  unto 

13  them  his  living.  And 
not  many  daj  s  after  the 
younger  son  gathered  all 
together,  and  took  his 
journey  into  a  far  coun¬ 
try;  and  there  he  wasted 
his  substance  with  riot- 

14  ous  living.  And  when  he 
had  spent  all,  there  arose 
a  mighty  famine  in  that 
country;  and  he  began 

15  to  be  in  want.  And  he 
went  and  joined  himself 
to  one  of  the  citizens  of 
that  country ;  and  he 
sent  him  into  his  fields 

16  to  feed  swine.  And  he 
would  fain  have  been 
filled  with  the  husks  that 
the  swine  did  eat :  and  no 

17  man  gave  unto  him.  But 
when  he  came  to  him¬ 
self  he  said,  How  many 
hired  servants  of  my~ 
father’s  have  bread 
enough  and  to  spare,  and 
I  perish  here  with  hun- 

18  ger!  I  will  arise  and  go 
to  my  father,  and  will 
say  unto  him,  Father,  I 
have  sinned  against 

x  heaven,  and  in  thy  sight : 

19  I  am  no  more  worthy  to 
be  called  thy  son:  make 
me  as  one  of  thy  hired 

20  servants.  And  he  arose, 
and  came  to  his  father. 
But  while  he  was  yet 
afar  off,  his  father  saw 
him,  and  was  moved  with 
compassion,  and  ran,  and 
fell  on  his  neck,  and 

21  kissed  him.  And  the  son 
said  unto  him,  Father,  I 
have  sinned  against 
heaven,  and  in  thy  sight : 
I  am  no  more  worthy  to 

22  be  called  thy  son.  But 
the  father  said  to  his 
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servants,  Bring  forth 
quickly  the  best  robe, 
aad  put  it  on  him;  and 
put  a  ring  on  his  hand, 
and  shoes  on  his  feet: 

23‘  and  bring  the  fatted  calf, 
and  kill  it,  and  let  us  eat, 

24  and  make  merry:  for 
this  my  son  was  dead, 
and  is  alive  again;  he 
was  lost,  and  is  found. 
And  they  began  to  be 

25  merry.  Now  his  elder 
son  was  in  the  field :  and 
as  he  came  and  drew 
nigh  to  the  house,  he 
heard  music  and  danc- 

26  ing.  Aud  he  called  to 
him  one  of  the  servants, 
and  inquired  what  these 

27  things  might  be.  And 
he  said  unto  him,  Thy 
brother  is  come ;  and  thy 
father  hath  killed  the 
fatted  calf,  because  he 
hath  received  him  safe 

28  aud  sound.  But  he  was 
angry,  and  would  not  go 
in :  and  his  father  came 
out,  and  intreated  him. 

29  But  he  answered  and 
said  to  his  father,  Lo, 
these  many  years  do  I 
serve  thee,  and  I  never 
transgressed  a  c  o  m- 
mandment  of  thine :  and 
yet  thou  never  gavest 
me  a  kid,  that  I  might 
make  merry  with  my 

30  friends :  but  when  this 
thy  son  came,  which  hath 
devoured  thy  living  with 
harlots,  thou  killedst  for 

31  him  the  fatted  calf.  And 
he  said  unto  him,  Son, 
thou  art  ever  with  me, 
and  all  that  is  mine  is 

32  thine.  But  it  was  meet 
to  make  merry  and  be 
glad :  for  this  thy  broth¬ 
er  was  dead,  and  is  alive 
again ;  and  was  lost,  and 
is  found. 


Chapter  16. 

1  308  And  he  said  also 
unto  the  diseiples,  There 
was  a  certain  rich  man, 
which  had  a  steward; 
and  the  same  was  accus¬ 
ed  unto  him  that  he  was 

2  wasting  his  goods.  And 
he  called  him,  and  said 
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unto  him,  What  is  this 
that  I  hear  of  thee?  ren¬ 
der  the  account  of  thy 
stewardship;  for  thou 
canst  be  no  longer  stew- 

3  ard.  And  the  steward 
said  within  himself, 
What  shall  I  do,  seeing 
that  my  lord  taketh  away 
the  stewardship  from 
me?  I  have  not  strength 
to  dig;  to  beg  I  am 

4  ashamed.  I  am  resolved 
what  to  do,  that,  when  I 
am  put  out  of  the  stew¬ 
ardship,  they  may  re¬ 
ceive  me  into  their 

5  houses.  And  calling  to 
him  each  one  of  his 
lord’s  debtors,  he  said 
to  the  first,  How  much 
owest  thou  unto  my  lord? 

6  And  he  said,  A  hundred 
measures  of  oil.  And  he 
said  unto  him,  Take  thy 
bond ,  and  sit  down  quick- 

7  ly  and  write  fifty.  Then 
said  he  to  another,  and 
how  much  owest  thou? 
And  he  said,  A  hundred 
measures  of  wheat.  He 
saith  unto  him,  Take  thy 
bond,  and  write  four- 

8  score.  And  his  lord  com¬ 
mended  the  unrighteous 
steward  because  he  had 
done  wisely :  for  the 
sons  of  this  world  are  for 
their  own  generation 
wiser  than  the  sons  of 

9  the  light.  And  I  say  unto 
you,  Make  to  yourselves 
friends  by  means  of  the 
mammon  of  unrighteous¬ 
ness;  that,  when  it  shall 
fail,  they  may  receive 
you  into  the  eternal  tab- 

10  ernacles.  H  e  that  i  s 
faithful  in  a  very  little  is 
faithful  also  in  much : 
and  he  that  is  unright¬ 
eous  in  a  very  little  is 
unrighteous  also  in  much. 

11  If  therefore  ye  have  not 
been  faithful  in  the  un¬ 
righteous  mammon,  who 
will  commit  to  your  trust 

12  the  true  riches ?  And  if 
ye  have  not  been  faithful 
in  that  which  is  anoth¬ 
er’s,  who  will  give  you 
that  which  is  your  own? 

13  309  No  servant  can 
serve  two  masters :  for 
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either  he  will  hate  the 
one,  and  love  the  other; 
or  else  he  will  hold  to 
one,  and  despise  the 
other.  Ye  cannot  serve 
God  and  mammon. 

14  310  And  the  Pnarisees, 
who  were  lovers  of  mon¬ 
ey,  heard  all  these  things; 
and  they  scoffed  at  him. 

15  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Ye  are  they  that  justify 
yourselves  in  the  sight  of 
men;  but  God  knoweth 
your  hearts :  for  that 
which  is  exalted  among 
men  is  an  abomination 
in  the  sight  of  God. 

16  311  The  law  and  the 
prophets  were  until  John : 
from  that  time  the  gos¬ 
pel  of  the  kingdom  of 
God  is  preached,  and 
every  man  entereth  vio- 

17  lently  into  it.  312  But 
it  is  easier  for  heaven 
and  earth  to  pass  away, 
than  for  one  tittle  of  the 

18  law  to  fall.  313  Every 
one  that  putteth  away 
his  wife,  and  marrieth 
another',  committeth 
adultery ;  and  he  that 
marrieth  one  that  is  put 
away  from  a  husband 
committeth  adultery. 

19  314  Now  there  was  a 
certain  rich  man,  and  he 
was  clothed  in  purple  and 
fine  linen,  faring  sumptu- 

20  ously  every  day:  and  a 
certain  beggar  named 
Lazarus  was  laid  at  his 

21  gate,  full  of  sores,  and 
de-iring  to  be  fed  with 
the  crumbs  that  fell  from 
the  rich  man’s  table;  yea, 
even  the  dogs  came  and 

22  licked  his  sores.  And  it 
came  to  pass,  that  the 
beggar  died,  and  that  he 
was  carried  away  by  the 
angels  into  Abraham’s 
bosom,  and  the  rich  man 
also  died,  and  was  buried. 

23  And  in  Hades  he  lifted 
up  his  eyes,  being  in  tor¬ 
ments,  and  seeth  Abra¬ 
ham  afar  off,  and  Lazarus 

24  in  his  bosom.  And  he 
cried  and  said,  Father 
Abraham,  have  mercy  on 
me,  and  send  Lazarus, 
that  he  may  dip  the  tip

Lot  went  out  from  Sod¬ 
om  it  rained  fire  and 
brimstone  from  heaven, 
and  destroyed  them  all : 

30  after  the  same  manner

But  when  Jesus 
saw  it,  he  was  moved  with 
iudignation,  and  said  un¬

And  it  was  that 
Mary  which  anointed 
the  Lord  with  oint¬ 
ment,  and  wiped  his 
feet  with  her  hair,  whose 
brother  Lazarus  was  sick. 

3  The  sisters  theref  ore  sent 
unto  him,  saying,  Lord, 
behold,  he  whom  thou 

4  lovest  is  sick.  But  when 
Jesus  heard  it,  he  said, 
This  sickness  is  not  unto 
death,  but  for  the  glory 
of  God,  that  the  Son  of 
God  may  be  glorified 

5  thereby.  Now  Jesus 
loved  Martha,  and  her 
sister,  and  Lazarus. 

6  When  therefore  he  heard 
that  he  was  sick,  he 
abode  at  that  time  two 
days  in  the  place  where 

7  he  was.  Then  after  this 
he  saith  to  the  disciples, 
Let  us  go  into  Judaea 

8  again.  The  disciples  say 
unto  him,  Rabbi,  the  Jews 
were  but  now  seeking  to 
stone  thee;  and  goest 

9  thou  thither  again?  Jesus 
answered,  Are  there  not 
twelve  hours  in  the  day? 
If  a  man  walk  in  the  day 
he  stumbleth  not,  because 
he  seeth  the  light  of  this 

10  world.  But  if  a  man  walk 
in  the  night,  he  stum¬ 
bleth,  because  the  light 

11  is  not  in  him.  These 
things  spake  he:  and 
after  this  he  saith  unto 
them,  Our  friend  Lazarus 
is  fallen  asleep;  but  I 
go,  that  I  may  awake  him 

12  out  of  sleep.  The  disci¬ 
ples  therefore  said  unto 
him,  Lord,  if  he  is  fallen 
asleep,  he  will  recover. 

13  Now  Jesus  had  spoken 
of  his  death :  but  they 
thought  that  he  spake  of 
taking  rest  in  sleep. 

14  Then  Jesus  therefore 
said  unto  them  plainly, 

15  Lazarus  is  dead.  And  I 
am  glad  for  your  sakes 
that  I  was  not  there,  to 
the  intent  ye  may  be¬ 
lieve;  nevertheless  let 

16  us  go  unto  him.  Thomas 
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therefore,  who  is  called 
Didymus,  said  unto  his 
fellow-disciples,  Let  us 
also  go,  that  we  may  die 
with  him. 

17  So  when  Jesus  came,  he 
found  that  he  had  been 
In  the  tomb  four  days 

18  already.  Now  Bethany 
was  nigh  unto  Jerusa¬ 
lem,  about  fifteen  fur- 

19  longs  off;  and  many  of 
the  Jews  had  come  to 
Martha  and  Mary,  to  con-

Martha 
therefore, when  she  heard

24  Martha  saith  unto  him,  I 
know  that  he  shall  rise 
again  in  the  resurrection 

25  at  the  last  day.  Jesus 
said  unto  her,  I  am  the 
resurrectiou,  and  the 
life :  he  that  believeth 
on  me,  though  he  die, 

26  yet  shall  he  live:  and 
whosoever  liveth  and  be¬ 
lieveth  on  me  shall  never 

27  die.  Believest  thou  this? 
She  saith  unto  him,  Tea, 
Lord:  I  have  believed 
that  thou  art  the  Christ, 
the  Son  of  God,  even  he 
that  cometh  into  the 

28  world.  And  when  she 
had  said  this,  she  went 
away,  and  called  Mary 
her  sister  secretly,  say¬ 
ing,  The  Master  is  here,

Mary  therefore,  when  she 
came  where  Jesus  was, 
and  saw  him,  fell  down 
at  his  feet,  saying  unto 
him,  Lord,  if  thou  hadst 
been  here,  my  brother 
had  not  died.  When 
Jesus  therefore  saw  her 
weeping,  and  the  Jews 
also  weeping  which  came 
with  her,  he  groaned  in 
the  spirit,  and  was  trou¬ 
bled,  and  said,  Where 
have  ye  laid  him?  They 
say  unto  him,  Lord,  come 
and  see.  Jesus  wept. 
The  Jews  therefore  said, 
Behold  how  he  loved 
him!  But  some  of  them 
said,  Could  notthis-man. 
which  opened  tbe  eyes  of 
him  that  was  blind,  have 
caused  that  this  man  also 
should  not  die?  Jesus 
therefore  again  groaning 
in  himself  cometh  to  the 
tomb.

And 
Jesus  lifted  up  his  eyes, 
and  said,  Father,  I  thank 
thee  that  thou  heardest 
me.  And  I  knew  that 
that  thou  hearest  me  al¬ 
ways:  but  because  of  the 
multitude  which  stand- 
eth  around  I  said  it,  that 
they  may  believe  that 
thou  didst  send  me.  And 
when  he  had  thus  spoken, 
he  cried  with  a  loud 
voice,  Lazarus,  come 
forth.  He  that  was  dead 
came  forth,  bound  hand 
and  foot  with  grave- 
clothes;  and  his  face  was 
bound  about  with  a  nap¬ 
kin.  Jesus  saith  unto 
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them,  Loose  him,  and  let 
him  go. 

45  Many  therefore  of  the 
Jews,  which  came  to 
Mary  and  beheld  that 
which  he  did,  believed 

46  on  him.  But  some  of 
them  went  away  to  the 
Pharisees,  and  told  them 
the  things  which  Jesus 
had  done. 

47  337  The  chief  priests 
therefore  and  the  Phari¬ 
sees  gathered  a  council, 
and  said,  What  do  we? 
for  this  man  doeth  many 

48  signs.  If  we  let  him 
thus  alone,  all  men  will 
believe  on  him:  and  the 
Romans  will  come  and 
take  away  both  our  place 

49  and  our  nation.  But  a 
certain  one  of  them, 
Caiaphas,  being  high 
priest  that  year,  said  unto 
them,  Ye  know  nothing 

50  at  all,  nor  do  ye  take  ac¬ 
count  that  it  is  expedient 
for  you  that  one  man 
should  die  for  the  peo¬ 
ple,  and  that  the  whole 

51  nation  perish  not.  Now 
this  he  said  not  of  him¬ 
self:  but  being  high  priest 
that  year,  he  prophesied 
that  Jesus  should  die 

52  for  the  nation ;  and 
not  for  the  nation  only, 
but  that  he  might  also 
gather  together  into  one 
the  children  of  God  that 

53  are  scattered  abroad.  So 
from  that  day  forth  they 
took  counsel  that  they 
might  put  him  to  death. 

54  Jesus  therefore  walked 
no  more  openly  among 
the  Jews,  but  departed 
thence  into  the  country 
near  to  the  wilderness, 
into  a  city  called  Eph- 
riam;  and  there  he  tar¬ 
ried  with  the  disciples. 

55  338  Now  the  passover 
of  the  Jews  was  at  hand : 
and  many  went  up  to 
Jerusalem  out  of  the 
country  before  the  pass- 
over,  to  purify  thern- 

56  selves.  They  sought 
therefore  for  Jesus,  and 
spake  one  with  another, 
as  they  stood  in  the 
temple,  What  think  ye?

32  And  Jesus  stood  still, 
and  called  them,  and  said, 
What  will  ye  that  I 
should  do  unto  you? 

33  They  say  unto  him,  Lord, 
that  our  eyes  may  be

ing  moved  with  compas¬ 
sion,  touched  their  eyes:

Be¬ 
lieve  me  that  I  am  in  the 
Father,  and  the  Father 
in  me:  or  else  believe  me 
for  the  very  works’  sake. 

12  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you,  He  that  believeth  cn 
me,  the  works  that  I  do 
shall  he  do  also;  and 
greater  works  than  these 
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shall  he  do,  because  I  go 

13  unto  the  Father.  And 
whatsoever  ye  shall  ask 
in  my  name,  that  will  I 
do,  that  the  Father  may 

14  be  glorified  in  the  Son.  If 
ye  shall  ask  me  anything 
in  my  name,  that  will  I  do. 

15  421  If  ye  love  me,  ye 
will  keep  my  command- 

16  ments.  And  I  will  pray 
the  Father,  and  he  shall 
give  you  another  Com¬ 
forter,  that  he  may  be 

17  with  you  forever,  even 
the  Spirit  of  truth: 
whom  the  world  can¬ 
not  receive;  for  it  be- 
holdeth  him  not,  neither 
knoweth  him;  ye  know 

18  him ;  for  he  abideth  with 
you,  and  shall  be  in  you. 

19  I  will  not  leave  you  des¬ 
olate  :  I  come  unto  you. 
Yet  a  little  while,  and 
the  world  beholdeth  me 
no  more;  but  ye  be¬ 
hold  me :  because  I  live, 

20  ye  shall  live  also.  In  that 
day  ye  shall  know  that  1 
am  in  my  Father,  and  ye 

21  in  me,  and  I  in  you.  He 
that  hath  my  command¬ 
ments,  and  keepeth  them, 
he  it  is  that  loveth  me : 
and  he  thet  loveth  me 
shall  be  loved  of  my 
Father,  and  I  will  love 
him,  and  will  manifest 

22  myself  unto  him.  Judas 
(not  Iscariot)  saith  unto 
him,  Lord,  what  is  come 
to  pass  that  thou  wilt 
manifest  thyself  unto  us, 
and  not  unto  the  world  ? 

23  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  him,  If  a  man  love 
me,  he  will  keep  my 
word :  and  my  Father 
will  love  him,  and  we 
will  come  unto  him,  and 
make  our  abode  with 

24  him.  He  that  loveth  me 
not  keepeth  not  my 
words :  and  the  word 
which  ye  hear  is  not 
mine,  but  the  Father’s 
who  sent  me. 

25  These  things  have  I 
spoken  unto  you,  while 

26  yet  abiding  with  you.  But 
the  Comforter,  even  the 
Holy  Spirit,  whom  the 
Father  will  send  in  my 
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name,  he  shall  teach  you 
all  things,  and  bring  to 
your  remembrance  all 
that  I  said  unto  you. 

27  Peace  I  leave  with  you; 
my  peace  I  give  unto 
you:  not  as  the  world 
giveth,  give  I  unto  you. 
Let  not  your  heart  be 
troubled,  neither  let  it 

28  be  fearful.  Ye  heard  how 
I  said  to  you,  I  go 
away,  and  i  come  unto 
you.  If  ye  loved  me,  ye 
would  have  rejoiced,  be¬ 
cause  I  go  unto  the 
Father :  for  the  Father  is 

29  greater  than  I.  And  now 
I  have  told  you  before  it 
come  to  pass,  that,  when 
it  is  come  to  pass,  ye 

30  may  believe.  I  will  no 
more  speak  much  with 
you,  for  the  prince  of  the 
world  cometk:  and  he 

31  hath  nothing  in  me;  but 
that  the  world  may  know 
that  I  love  the  Father, 
and  as  the  Father  gave 
me  commandment,  even 
so  I  do.  Arise,  let  us  go 
hence. 

Chapter  15. 

1  422  I  am  the  true  vine, 
and  my  Father  is  the 

2  husbandman.  Every 
branch  in  me  that  bear- 
eth  not  fruit,  he  taketh  it 
away :  and  every  branch 
that  beareth  fruit,  he 
cleanseth  it,  that  it  may 

3  bear  more  fruit.  Already 
ye  are  clean  because  of 
the  word  which  I  have 

4  spoken  unto  you.  Abide 
in  me,  and  I  in  you.  As 
the  branch  cannot  bear 
fruit  of  itself,  except  it 
abide  in  the  vine;  so  nei¬ 
ther  can  ye,  except  ye 

5  abide  in  me.  I  am  the 
vine,  ye  are  the  branches: 
He  that  abideth  in  me, 
and  I  in  him,  the  same 
beareth  much  fruit :  for 
apart  from  me  ye  can  do 

6  nothing.  If  a  man  abide 
not  in  me,  he  is  cast  forth 
as  a  branch,  and  is  with¬ 
ered  ;  and  they  gather 
them,  and  cast  them  into 
the  fire,  and  they  are 
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7  burned.  If  ye  abide  in 
me,  and  my  words  abide 
in  you,  ask  whatsoever 
ye  will,  and  it  shall  be 

8  done  unto  you.  Herein 
is  my  Father  glorified, 
that  ye  bear  much  fruit; 
and  so  shall  ye  be  my 

9  disciples.  Even  as  the 
Father  hath  loved  me,  I 
also  have  loved  you: 

10  abide  ye  in  my  love.  If 
ye  keep  my  command¬ 
ments,  ye  shall  abide  in 
my  love ;  even  as  I  have 
kept  my  Father’s  com¬ 
mandments,  and  abide  in 

11  his  love.  These  things 
have  I  spoken  unto  you, 
that  my  joy  maybe  in  you, 
and  that  your  joy  may  be 

12  fulfilled.  This  is  my  com¬ 
mandment,  that  ye  love 
one  another,  even  as  I 

13  have  loved  you.  Greater 
love  hath  no  man  than 
this,  that  a  man  laydown 
his  life  for  his  friends. 

14  Ye  are  my  friends, if  ye  do 
the  things  which  1  com- 

15  mand  you.  No  longer  do 
I  call  you  servants;  for 
the  servant  knoweth  not 
what  his  lord  doeth:  but 
I  have  called  you  friends ; 
for  all  things  that  I 
heard  from  my  Father  I 
have  made  known  unto 

16  you.  Ye  did  not  choose 
me,  but  I  chose  you,  and 
appointed  you,  that  ye 
should  go  and  bear  fruit, 
and  that  your  fruit 
should  abide :  that  what¬ 
soever  ye  shall  ask  of 
the  Father  in  my  name, 
he  may  give  it  you. 

17  These  things  I  command 
you,  that  ye  may  love  one 

18  another.  If  the  world 
hateth  you,  ye  know  that 
it  hath  hated  me  before 

19  it  hated  you.  If  ye  were 
of  the  world,  the  world 
would  love  its  own:  but 
because  ye  are  not  of  the 
world,  but  I  chose  you 
out  of  the  world,  there¬ 
fore  the  world  hateth 

2G  you.  Remember  the  word 
that  I  said  unto  you,  A. 
servant  is  not  greater 
than  his  lord.  If  they 
persecuted  me,  the  will 
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also  persecute  you;  if 
they  kept  my  word,  they 

21  will  keep  yours  also.  But 
all  these  things  will  they 
do  unto  you  for  my 
name’s  sake,  because 
they  know  not  him  that 

22  sent  me.  If  I  had  not 
come  and  spoken  unto 
them,  they  had  not  had 
sin:  but  now  they  have 
no  excuse  for  their  sin. 

23  He  that  hateth  me  hateth 

24  my  Father  also.  If  I  had 
not  done  among  them 
the  works  which  none 
other  did,  they  had  not 
had  sin :  but  now  have 
they  both  seen  and 
hated  both  me  and  my 

25  Father.  But  this  cometh 
to  pass,  that  the  word 
may  be  fulfilled  that  is 
written  in  their  law. 
They  hated  me  without  a 

26  cause.  But  when  the 
Comforter  is  come,  whom 
I  will  send  unto  you  from 
the  Father, even  the  Spirit 
of  truth,  which  proceed¬ 
ed  from  the  Father,  he 
shall  bear  witness  of  me: 

27  and  ye  also  bear  witness, 
because  ye  have  been 
with  me  from  the  begin¬ 
ning. 

Chapter  16. 

1  423  These  things  have 
I  spoken  unto  you, that 
ye  should  not  be  made  to 

2  stumble.  They  shall  put 
you  out  of  the  syna¬ 
gogues  :  yea,  the  hour 
cometh,  that  whosoever 
killeth  you  shall  think 
that  he  offereth  service 

3  unto  God.  And  these 
things  will  they  do,  be¬ 
cause  they  have  not 
known  the  Father,  nor 

4  me.  But  these  things 
have  I  spoken  unto  you, 
that  when  their  hour  is 
come,  ye  may  remember 
them,  how  that  I  told 
you.  And  these  things  I 
said  not  unto  you  from

have  spoken  these  things 
unto  you,  sorrow  hath 
filled  your  heart.  Never¬ 
theless  I  tell  you  the 
truth;  It  is  expedient  for 
you  that  I  go  away:  for 
if  I  go  not  away,  the 
Comforter  will  not  come 
unto  you;  but  if  I  go,  I 
will  send  him  unto  you. 
And  he,  when  he  is  come, 
will  convict  the  world  in 
respect  of  sin,  and  of 
rightneousness,  and  of 
judgement:  of  sin,  be¬ 
cause  they  believe  not  on 
me;  of  righteousness, 
because  I  go  to  the 
Father,  and  ye  behold 
me  no  more;  of  judge¬ 
ment,  because  the  prince 
of  this  world  hath  been 
judged.  I  have  yet  many 
things  to  say  unto  you, 
but  ye  cannot  bear  them 
now.  Howbeit  when  he, 
the  Spirit  of  truth,  is 
come,  he  shall  guide  you 
into  all  the  truth  :  for  he 
shall  not  speak  from  him- 
self;  but  what  things 
soever  he  shall  hear, 
these  shall  he  speak :  and 
he  shall  declare  unto  you 
the  things  that  are  to  come . 
He  shall  glorify  me :  for 
he  shall  take  of  mine, 
and  shall  declare  it  unto 
you.  All  things  whatso¬ 
ever  the  Father  hath  are 
mine:  therefore  said  I, 
that  he  taketh  of  mine, 
and  shall  declare  it  unto 
you.  A  little  while,  and 
ye  behold  me  no  more; 
and  again  a  little  while, 
and  ye  shall  see  me. 
Some  of  his  disciples 
therefore  said  one  to  an¬ 
other,  What  is  this  that 
he  saith  unto  us,  A  little 
while,  and  ye  behold  me 
not;  and  again  a  little 
while,  and  ye  shall  see 
me  :  and,  Because  I  go  to 
the  Father  ?  They  said 
therefore,  What  is  this 
that  he  saith,  A  little 
while  ?  We  know  not 
what  he  saith.  Jesus 
perceived  that  they  were 
desirous  to  ask  him,  and 
he  said  unto  them,  Do  ye 
inquire  among  yourselves 
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concerning  this,  that  I 
said,  A  little  while,  and 
ye  behold  me  not,  and 
again  a  little  while,  and 

20  ye  shall  see  me?  Verily, 
verily,  I  say  unto  you, 
that  ye  shall  weep  and 
lament,  but  the  world 
shall  rejoice :  ye  shall  be 
sorrowful,  but  your  sor¬ 
row  shall  be  turned  into 

21  joy.  A  woman  when  she  is 
in  travail  has  sorrow,  be¬ 
cause  her  hour  is  come : 
but  when  she  is  delivered 
of  the  child,  she  remem- 
bereth  no  more  the  an¬ 
guish,  for  the  joy  that  a 
man  is  born  into  the 

22  world.  And  ye  therefore 
now  have  sorrow:  but  I 
will  see  you  again,  and 
your  heart  shall  rejoice, 
and  your  joy  no  one  tak- 

23  eth  away  from  you.  And 
in  that  day  ye  shall  ask 
me  nothing.  Verily,  ver¬ 
ily,  I  say  unto  you,  If  ye 
shall  ask  anything  of  the 
Father,  he  will  give  it 

24  you  in  my  name.  Hith¬ 
erto  have  ye  asked  noth¬ 
ing  in  my  name :  ask,  and 
ye  shall  receive,  that 
your  joy  may  be  fulfilled. 

25  These  things  have  I 
spoken  unto  you  in  prov¬ 
erbs:  the  hour  cometh, 
when  I  shall  no  more 
speak  unto  you  in  prov¬ 
erbs,  but  shall  tell  you 

26  plainly  of  the  Father.  In 
that  day  ye  shall  ask  in 
my  name :  and  I  say  not 
unto  you,  that  I  will 
pray  the  Father  for  you; 

27  for  the  Father  himself 
loveth  you,  because  ye 
have  loved  me,  and  have 
believed  that  I  came 

28  forth  from  the  Father.  I 
came  out  from  the  Father, 
and  am  come  into  the 
world :  again,  I  leave  the 
world,  and  go  unto  the 

29  Father.  His  disciples 
say,  Lo,  now  speakest 
thou  plainly,  and  speak- 

30  est  no  proverb.  Now 
know  we  that  thou  know- 
est  all  things,  and  need- 
est  not  that  any  man 
should  ask  thee  :  by  this 
we  believe  that  thou 
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earnest  forth  from  God. 

31  Jesus  answered  them,  Do 

32  ye  now  believe  ?  Behold, 
the  hour  cometh,  yea,  is 
come,  that  ye  shall  be 
scattered,  every  man  to 
his  own,  and  shall  leave 
me  alone :  and  yet  I  am 
not  alone,  because  the 

33  Father  is  with  me.  These 
things  have  I  spoken  unto 
you,  that  in  me  ye  may 
have  peace.  In  the  world 
ye  have  tribulation:  but 
be  of  good  cheer;  I  have 
overcome  the  world.
